^ Here being many and various Reports concerning the Caa- 
fes of the prefent War amongft os, it may not be amifs in 
the Firft place, to give you a trueAccount of theReafons 
\ tbereoRwhich probably may add fomething to the Satisfa- 
^ ilion ofourChriftianFriends ino/ii£»^/ 4 » 5 ,which is thus: 

^ About five or fix Years fince, there was brought up (a- 
inongft others) an In^tn in the Colledg at Cambridge 
named Sofemtn, who after forae time he had fpcnt in Preaching the Gofpel 
xaUnkus^ a Sagamore Chriftian in his Territories, was by the Authority of 
Nerv-Plimutb, fent to Preach in like manner to King Fhilipy and his Indians : 
But KingP/&<7r;> (Heathen-like) inftead of receiving the Gofpel, would imme¬ 
diately have killed this Sofmcny but by the perfwafion of fome about him, did 
not do it, but fent him by the hands of three of his Men to Prifonj who as he 
was going to Prifon, Exhorted and Taught them in the Chriftian Religion 5 
they not It^ng bis Difcourfe, immediately Murthered him after a moft Bar¬ 
barous manner: They retuming to King Pbtlif, acquainted him what they 
had done. About two or three Months after, this Murther being Difeovered 
to the Authority of Ntsv Flimnthy JiffiahWinflaw being then Governour of 
that Colony, care was taken to find out the Murtherers s who upon fearch 
were found and apprehended, and after a fair Trial were all Hanged. 

This fo Exafperated King Fhilif, that from thatday after, he ftqdied to be 
Revenged on the judging that the Engltjh Authority have nothing to 

dotoHang any of his/Wwar for killing another. > 

In order thereunto, his firft Errand is to Saebem (i. e, a Woman 

Prince, or Queen) who is the Widow of a Brother to King philipy dcceafed, 
he promifing her great rewards if (lie would joyn with.hin\ in this Confpi racy, 
f for (be is as Potent a Prince as any round about her, and hath as much Corn, 
Land, and Men, at her Command) (he willingly confented, and was much 
more forward in ie Dcfign, and had greater Succefs than King Fbilip himfelf. 

The place where this King Philip doth dwell,is on a parcel of Landicalled in 
■Mnglifih Jdaant-Htpe,' about twelve Miles long, and judged to be the beft Land 
In Neva England: And it was aboutthirty five Miles off of this Pl^cetothc 
■Northward, that the firft £»g ///6 that ever came there. Landed; and by de¬ 
grees built Houfes, and called the name of the place iVlrii'-Pitf«MHf^(be<^e 
tUmoath in Old England was the laft place they were at there)^ The Engbfh 
took not a Foot of Land from the/fliiaux, but Bought all, and although they 
boo^t fjr an inconfiderabic Value, yet they did Buy it. And it may-w 
judged that now King Philip fcpeots himfelf, feeing what Produ^ thp ^ngl^ 






have'm.'ide of a WiWernefs, through their Labour, ancir!;e Bl( fling of God 
thereon : All the Land of the Colony of NiW'Tlimoufl>-> was at fiift Bought of 
this King pWr/i’s Grand father, by Name, except fome few parcels 

he hath Sold^to fome of the Inhabitants of Swanzj, not far from Mount Hop. 
Thereupon about five Years fince, took an occafion toQuarrel with the Town, 
partly became he was vexed he had Sold his Land, and partly becaufe his Bro¬ 
ther died five drfix Yedfs before, and = he thought (htf. .\\a.di?oy[dx\ed. 

him, and thereupon fietroubled them,'hut killed nonC'sBlu the Goveriiour by 
timely preparation hindred them of dcitig any fiuA. 

Thus after King?/?'///'/) had fecured his Intereft \n sqiuw Sachem/^vihom he 
perfwaded that the En^ltjh had Poyfoned her Husband, and thereupon flie was 
the mbre willing to joyn with him) he privately fent Me’ffengets tonfib'ft of thp 
Indian Saganiores and 'S'Athims roun'd about him, telling them that the Engbjh 
had a Detlgn to cut off'ail-the Indians'^omA about them, and that if they djd 
-hot Joyn together, they (hduldlofctheirXiyes and Lands j whereuponTevc- 
'■ti\ Sac hems hsezmt his Confederates.- And having now five Years time, fjad 
opportunity enough tb-fut-nifhthemfelves with Ammunition a^d. Arms, whiA 
they did plentifully at Cahada, amongft the French ? and it is judged that fome 
have a Ifo Sold‘them fome Arms through Ignorance of their Defign. 
In the mean time King Philii> Mulfered up about Five Hundred of his Men,and 
Arms them cOmpleatmd had gotteh about Eight or Nine Hundred of his 
Neighbouri-iig./W/4»r, andiikewife Arms them connpleat; (i. e. Guns, Pow¬ 
der, and Bullets,) But-how many he hath engaged to be of his Party, isun- 
‘known many among us. Thelalf Spring feveral Indians wert fetninfmall 
Parties, about and Smnfejy which not a little affrighted the Inhabi.- 

tants. Wlio demanding the Reafon of them, wherefore it was fo tr Anfwer 
Was made, That they were ohlyon their own Defence, for iliey underftood 
that the intended to Cut them Off, Aboucthezor-J of Jnorr laft. Seven 
orEight ofKing Philifs Memcame to Stdanfej on the Lords Day, and would 
Grind aHatchec at an Inhabitants Houfe there ^ the'Mafter told them, it was 
the Sabbath Day, and their God would be very angry if he fhould let them do 
it. They returned this anfwer, They knew not who his God was, and that they 
'would do if for all him, or his God either: From thence they went to another 
Houfe and took away fome Vidluals, but hurt no Man. Immediately they met 
6 Man travelling on the Road, kept him in Cuftodya Ihort time, then difmift 
hrmquietly', giving him this Caution, that he fliould not Work on his God’s 
Day, and-that he fhould tell no Lies. 

Thefe'things happening, with many others of the like Nature, gave the 
Fehoboth ini smnfej Men gxtzt eaxSe ot Jcaloufies; which occafioned them 
to fendYo Plimouth^ and to the (i-. e. poUon) for fome Afliftance, in cafe 
they ihould need it. But before any came to them, they of both Towns were 
gathered together intothreeHoufesl,'Men, Women, and Children, and there 
had all P/Tovifions in common, fo that they who had nothing wanted not.. 

Immediately after, notice came hereof to the Gbvernour of the Medachufets 
Colony Metropolis; and the Honoafable John Leveret Gover- 

nnur therebfyDrums beat op for Volunteers, aisdfn three Homs timt were 
Muftered up'aboutan Hundred and ten men; Captain!.S4»5ftfi Alofelybaag their 
Cdmtnahder/This Captain hath bceri^’an old Privateer at J.»WarVa, an 
excelfcht Souidier, and Ofan undaunted Spirit, one whofe Memory will be 

Honourable 
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t’ableid Ntw-EngUni,h’c\\i% many eminent Services he hatli done tiiePiJb'- 
lickk There were alfo among thefe men aboac Ten or Twelve Privatfcers, that 
had been there fometime before: they earned with them ftveral dogs, that pro¬ 
ved ferviceable to them, in finding out the Enemy in thir Swamps ^ one 
whereof, would for fevcral days together, go out and bring to them fix, 
eight, or ten young Pigs of King Philips Herds. There went out alfo amongft 
thefe Men, one Cornellis a Dutchman-, who had lately been Condemned to die 
for Piracy, but afterwards received a Pardon , he willing to (hew his Gratitude 
therefore, went out and did feveral good Services abroad againft the Enemy. 

PlimouthdMo Cent out feveral Men at the fame time, bothHorfe and Foot: 
Alfo moft Towns in all the United Colonies thereabout fent out fome more, 
fome lefs, as they were in Number. By this time the Indians have killed feve¬ 
ral of our Men, but the firft that was killed was “june a 3, a Man at Swanftj : 
that adveaturing with his Wife and Son (about twenty Years old) to go to his 
Houfe to fetch them corn, and fuch like things: He having juft before fent his 
Wife and Son away, as he was going out^ofthe Houfe, was fet on and Ihot by 
Indians his Wife.being not far off, heard the Guns go off, went back: They 
took her, firft defiled her, then skinned her Head, as alfo the Son, anddifrodt 
them both, who immediately died. They alfo the next day killed fix or fevea 
Men at Swanfe/i and two more at one of the GarrUbns 5 and as two Men that 
went out of one of the Garrifons to draw a Bucket of Water, were Ihot and car¬ 
ried away, and afterwards found with their Fingers and Feet cut off, and the 
skin of their Heads flayed off. 

About fourteen days after that, they feilt for mor^ help % whereupon theAtt*' 
thority of Soften^ made Captaitr Thom is Sa^tgt the Major General in that 
Expedition, who with fixty Horfe, and as many Foot^ went out of Btfitnj 
having preft Horfes for the Footmen, and fix Gatts'lo carry Provifions with 
them-: Whereof Mr. was Comtfiiffary General abroad, and Mr. 

NathanitlWilHams Cdmtniffai'y St home. They -Travelled day and night tilf 
they came to their GarrifonSj^'and withfin'three day% after, marched Horfeand 
Foot (leavings Guards in-cheGarrifons) towards' Hmnt Hope, where King PAi- 
lip and his Wfewas; theycame on him-'at unawa¥ei, fo that PWip was forced 
to rife from'Dinner, and he and all with hirnffed-Out of that Land, called 
further into the Coufitrey; theypurfued themas-faras they 
could go for-and killed fifteert-Or fixteen inthat Expedition, and re¬ 
turned, and tpok what he had that was worth taking, ahd-fpoilecl the reft, ta¬ 
king all his Ciattel and-Hogs they could find, and alfo look Poffeflion of Mount 
Mope, .which bad then a thoufand Acres under Corn, which is fince'^ut down! 
by the -and difpofed-of according totheirDitoetidn; ; 

CornelUi'Aas in this Exploit, and purfued Philip fo hard, that he got hisCap 
offhisHeady and now ^wearethit. ’ ) 

About three'days after, the general (finding CornellisXo be a Stout Man, and 
willing to venture his Lffe in the Caufe of the EngHft) fent Hifa. .with twelve 
Menander his Command to Scout about, with Orderstojeturn in three Hours 
on pain of Death 5 in his way he met fiXty., Indians that were 'hailing their C'-oii- 
nooes a-fhore, he fet on them, killing thirteen, and took eight alivey purfues 
the reft asrbrashec(Mridgoforthe-‘ 5 jiuii*»p/;; . thcn he-returned ;and Burnt all' 
thofeC4»«;#«rr, aboutfor^ in nutnberr By this time Cer/ttf/ir and bis twelve 
B Men 
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Men Call being perletvedj returned to the.Camp, but they wgre e.igh^Hpars 
abfcnc: Whereupon a Council of War was called, who palithe Seotenf^ of 
Death on him, for exceeding the Order given him. Immediately was alfo Par- 
doned, and received thanks for his good Service done in that Expedition 5 and 
,was in a fhort time fent out on the like Delign, and brought Home with him 
twelve InJiaas alive, &nd mo Indians Heads (;.r. the Skin with the Hair 

About the 15th of^«/y, the General returned with twelve Men'to guard 
his Perfon, 

Captain iloftly beiog there, and plying about, found Eighty Indians viho 
furrendred themfelves, and were fccured in a Houfe, provided for them near 
Flimousb: Thereupon came to to know the pleafure of the Authority 

about them, and in a days time returned with thisOr^lers he ihould kill none 
that he took alive, but fecure them in order toaTranfportacion; Wherefore 
afterwards there were Ships on board Captain Sprague m Hundred feventy 
eight Indians, on the %%th of September, bound for Calcs. 

In this time, the Indians continueddaily to commit many Adis of Hoftility 
on the Englijh j they Burnt Twenty three Houfes at Swanfej, and killed many 
People there, and took much Cattle, as alfo Burnt the Hay and Corn in great, 
quantities. They Burnt near thirty Houfes in Dartmouth, (a place in Hetv- 
Flimouth Colony) killingmanyPeople after a moft Barbarous manner j as skin- 
ing them all over alive, feme only their Heads, cutting off their Hands and 
Feet 5 but any Woman they take alive, they DcBle, afterwards put her to 
Death by fome of thofe or the like ways. They have Burnt moft of the Houfes 
in Rehoboth, Taunton, and Stvanfey, a Party of Indians came to Mendham, 
which is Thirty two Miles from Ro^on, and there killed five or fix Perfons, 
who being purfued, two were killed, the reft fled. 

Some part of our Forces afterwards fet on about Five hundred Indians, hot 
for from PocaJJit, purfuing them intp a larg Ssvamp, not far from thence $ 
how many they killed is not known, in regard the Indians adventured back and 
took their dead Men away with them: (as they commonly do if they can 
poffibly) But in this Fight were killed King Pbilsps Brother, his Privy Coun- 
cellor, ( being one formerly Educated at Cambridg) and one of his chief 
Captainsj the Heads of which three were afterwards brought to Sofiots. There 
were killed in this purfuitfix Engltjhmtn, and nine or ten wounded. 

This Pocaffit Swamp, is judged about feven or eight Miles long, and fo full 
of Bufties and Trees, that a parcel of Indians may be within the length of a 
Pike of a Man, and he cannot difeover them $ and befides, this as well as all 
other Swamps, is fo foft Ground, thatan Englifhman can neither go nor ftand 
thereon, and yet thefe bloody Savages will run a long over it, holding their 
Guns ciofs their arms (and if occafionbe) difehargeinthat pofture. 

On the Lords Day, the of ^ulj, in Indian cme to Dorehefier, (within 

half a Mile of Mother Gwrerr Houfe) to the Houfe of Mr. Minor, in Sermon- 
time, and there were then at Home the Maid fervant and two young Children, 
(be keeping the Door fiiut for fafety s t\[e lnd*an when be faw he could not 
come in at the Door, went about to cOn^. in at the Window, ibe perceiving 
his refolutio.n, took two brafs kettles^ under which Ihe plat the tivo children, ftic 
ran up Stairs and charged a Musket aad isteidn the lsf 4 ion% (Lc iraving fired 

at her 
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her once or twice and mift her, but llrnck the top of one Kettle, under which 
a Child wa?) and (hot him into his tlioulder; then he let his Gun foil and 
was jull coming in at the Window, flie made hafte and got a Fire lliovel full of 
live Coles and applied them to his Face, which forced him to flie and efcaped; 
But one.was found dead within five Miles of that place afterwards, and was 
judged to be this by his fcalded Face, 

^ Thefe Tranfadions may be computed to end with J«/;. Before any fur¬ 
ther progrefs be made in this Relation, it may not be amifs to give you (omc 
Account of what concerns our Neighbour IndUru at Peace with us. 

There are two Potent s*gamrts^ that are in Amity with us: The one 
is Ninnicroft, his Territories border on Cenaeiliett Colony 5 the other is 
Ufikus, the only Chiiftian Sagamore among them. 

This .and all his Subjefts profefling Chriftanity, are called Prajiag 
Indians, In the firft vi^k in Augujl^ the Authority of Bofton fent an Exprels 
tohim, to require him to come in and Surrender himfelf, man,and Armes, to 
the Engltfh; whereupon, he fent along with the Mefieneer his three Sons, and 
about Sixty of his Men, with his Arms, to be thus difpofed of, viz,. 
His two youngeft Sons, (about thirty Years old) to remain as Hoftagcs(as 
now they do at Camhridg) and his Eldeft Son to go Captain of the Men as 
Affiftants to the Englifh againft the Heathens, which accordingly they did. 
And the Englijh not thinking themfelvcs yctfecure enough, becaufe they can¬ 
not know a Heathen fromaChriftian by hiS Vifage, nor Apparel: The Au¬ 
thority of Bojlott,, at a Council held Aere the lotb of Augujl, Publiftied 
this following Order.

W hicb company ofPraylng//;isf/4»jmarchexl out of Town (having Saluted 
the Governour with three Volleys) and were appointed to march in the Front, 
which they did, and met with feveral Skirmiflies, in which they Killed fome, 
andaoout forty-five more Surrendred themfelvcs; which werelhipt offa* 
mongftthofe Captain Sprague carried away. 

Concerning the Narraganfets-, Ninnicroft is their Sagamore ^ his Grand* 
Father, and Father, always kept Truce with the E/igli[b, but he now gives 
fuflicient caufe to think otherwife of him. 

The Squaw Sachem-, having ran very far in her Engagements with King 
Philip, and fearing left Ihelhouldbetakett, ftie committed her Perfon to the 
pofl'efiion of this Ninuicruft, judging her felf fafe by virtue of his Protedlion 5 
where (he hath continued ever fince July laft. Whereupon a certain number 
of Men were fent by the Authority of Conneilicot Colony (JohuJVenthrep 
Governour) to the Narraganfets, to require them to deliver the Queen, and 
withal to Ratifie that long Peace thejrhad maintained with the Englifh: 
Whereupon the Narraganfets concluded a Peace with them, and fent a Hun¬ 
dred Men to for the aflfiftance of the Englijh, Tlie Enghjh 

made this Agreement with them , That for every, Indians Head-skin they 
brought, they ihould have a Coat, (i.e. two Yards of Trucking Cloth, 
worthfiveShillings;ier Yard here) and for every one they bring alive, two 
Coats 5 fqr King Head, Twenty Coats; and if taken alive, Forty 
Coats: Thefe went out, and retqrned in fourteen days time, bringing with 
them about Eighteen Heads in all. 

Severalother 5 <<c/&r/wr of the Countries, aWed 'in Indian, Nipmtg, came 
toan£«^/;j^Town aWed Brookfield, (but in Indian, gluawbawg, during 
the tilire our Garrifon was there) and told them they were Praying Indians, 
(i. r. Chriftians) -and that they would bequiet, and do no harm to the Eng¬ 
lifh y but withal, told them, that for their own fafety they could not delivet 
up their Arms : But thd Inhabitants of Brookfield thought they would be 
Faithful, in regard they were Praying,took their words and dif- 
roiftthem. : • . 

The Authority of Eoflon, with the Advice of the Governour of Conneclicot, 
as alfo of Plimouth Colonies, then fitting in Councel for feveral days 
together at Bofion, For their better fatisfadiion , fent a Party of thirty 
Horfe under the Command of Captain, and Captain Wheeler i 
when they were com#to filuawbawg, they fent a Party of Hotfe to tlie 
Nipmoog Sachems to Treat with them. (For you muft underftand that Cap¬ 
tain Hutchinjon had a very confiderable Farm thereabouts, and had occafion 
to imploy feveral of thofe Sachems Men, in Tilling and Plowing his 
Ground, and thereby he wasknownby Face to many of them.) The Sa¬ 
chems fent this word, they would fpeak with none but Captain Hutchinfon 
himl'elf -, whereuponCapt. andCapt. rrAw/fr, fent them word 

they would come to them themfelves: Accordingly the WMwjf appoint¬ 
ed the meeting at fuch a Tree, and at fuch a time. The time being come. 
CaptainCaptain WObee/fr, and his Company, fwith fome of the 
Inhabitants of Brookfield, who thought them to be very Honeft, therefore 
took no Arms with thern) went to the place, but thzNipmoogIndians mte 
not there. Whereupon the Guide that cqndudled them through the Woodsi 
brought them to a snamp, not far off the appointed place ; out of which

fhefe Indidnt ran all at once and Killed fixteen Men, and Wounded feveral 
others, of which Wounds three Weeks after, Captaindied, when 
his Wife and Son were within twelve Miles of him in their Journey to fee 
him 5 whofe Death is the more lamented, in that his Mother, and feveral 
others of his Relations, died by the hands of the Indians, now near forty 
Years fince. 

• The reft that efcaped, made what hafte they could tothcTown of Srook- 
field, they made choice of the ftrongeft Houfe there, refolved to make a 
Garrifon of it 5 in order thereunto, as foon as they could, got all the Peo¬ 
ple (about Eighty in number) into this Houfe. The Indians purfued 
them clofe, and in four Hours time had Burnt twenty and odd Houfes in 
Brookfield, and abode thereabout three or four days, fhooting day and night, 
with moft dreadful Screechings and Yellings, which fignified their Tri¬ 
umph. They in this time endeavoured to fet the Garrifon on fire divers 
times, butby the Providence of God were prevented; 'once by alhowreof 
Rain, another time by their Diligence within. One from within ftept out 
to drirtk fome Water and was killed, and one more killed within. The 
Bruits had contrived anEngin with many Wheels, to fire the Garrifon ten 
or twelve Rod off, and had loaded it with combuftibles therefore, (and 
hews was brought to Bofion that they were all Burnt, but it was not fo) 
and had afloredly done it, had noilAdfiiWillard come to their Relief with 
a flying Army of fixty Horfe, at nine or ten a Clock at Night: They 
foiced their way through the Body of the Indians, and Eired a pace on them, 
and in two Hours time wholly Routed the Indians ihtace, killing feveral. 
Thus deliverance was wrought by a (nighty Hand for them, when they had 
no outward reafon to expeft any. 

During the time thefe People kept themfelves in that Houfe, two Wo¬ 
men were fafely delivered of two Sons apiece, who in a Months time 
brought them all themfelves on foot to Bofion, where they were plentifully 
releived out of the Church-Stock there. 

There are alfo another fort of Indians, (beftknow to the Commonalty 
of Bofion) by the name of Mr. Elliots Indians, or Captain Guggins Indians, 

This Mr. Elliot, you muft underftand, is the Man that hath by his own 
great Labour and Study, invented the way of Printing the Indian Language, 
and hath alfo perfedUy Tranflated the whole Bible,^vith the Singing Pfalms 
ki Meeter-, the AflembliesCatechifm^ the Praftife^f Piety, into the 
an Language; as alfo Written feveral Books, very profitable for underftanding 
the Grounds of Chriftlan Religion: For which Pains and Labour, he de- 
ferves Honour from all fuch v^o are WeH-wiftrers to things of the like Na¬ 
ture, whofe Name will never Die ia Netp-England.

This Captun Guggint, is a Captain and Juftice of Peace at Cambridge 
He receives Thirty Pound fer from the Englijh, to fit as Judg among 
the Indians, to Judg any difference (notCapital) among themfelves, or 
between them and the Englifbi r 

Of thefe/»i;4»r thus diftingifhed, it may not be amifs to give a brief 
Account, in its proper place. 

Now it falls in Courfe, to think on what is done in the Field on both 
Sides. 

On Thurfday the 5 th of Augulf, being Ledlure-day at Soffon, was ordered by 
the Old Church (of which theGovernourisa Member) to be obfervedas a 
Faft by that Church, which accordingly was done: And at the Contribution 
was then Colledled Sixty Nine Pound, which was for the diflrefled Fami¬ 
lies Relief. And on that very day was Captain Hutebifons Company fo de¬ 
feated : Which thing was taken efpecial Notice of, by all thofc who defire 
to fee the Hand of God in fuch fad Providences, which did occafion ano¬ 
ther Faft to be kept, by Mr. Mathers Chatc\\, at the North Meeting-houfc 
♦ the Wednefday following. 

On Wednefday, the nth of Augujl, was appointed a Faft for Mr. Ma¬ 
thers Church, which was duly obferved; that day being a Court day for 
the Council, no Magiftrate was there, yet notwithftanding there was ga¬ 
thered at the Contribution fixty eight Pound. 

Mr. Mather in his Sermon, took occafion too in fpeaking of the Benefit 
of Communion with Gpd, to tell us that there are in this Colony feventy 
nine gathered Churches, and that to this day the Indians had not done any 
Dammage to any thing that belonged to any of the Places where thefe 
Churches were. 

Augujl coming on, we have now from all Parts raifed more Men, fothat 
there are now in the Field in feveral places, fix hundred Horfe and Foot: 
Moft of the Army were not far from the Swamf wherein King Philip with 
all his People were 5 they refolved to compafs it, which they did once: And 
in theft fecond Encounter, forced Jffing Philip with all bis Retinpe out of 
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thtSmf, and pmfued them; in theirpnrfuit they killed his Lievetehant-- 
General, with about twenty (that they faw of his Men, and the Bnglijh 
had not the lofs of one Man, but two wounded. We having all this 
while z Party of Unk»ys Indiins ki the Field on our fide. 

About the i^th oiyAugnfi-, Captain Aro/r/ji with fixty Men, Met with a 
company, judged about three hundredin a plain place where few 
Trees were, and on both fides preparations were making for a Battle; all be¬ 
ing ready on both fides to fight. Captain Mofeley plucked off his Periwig, 
and put it into his Breeches, becaufe it ihould not hinder him in fighting. As 
foon as the Indians faw that; they fell a Howling and Yelling moft hide- 
oufly, and fald, Umh, umh me no flawmerre fight Engis mon, Engis mongtt two 
hed, Engis mon got two hed-, if me cut off un hed, he got noder, a put on beder as disy 
with fuch like words in broken Englifb, and away they all fled and could not 
be overtaken, norfeenany more afterwards; About a Week after this, Capt. 
Mofeley took two Indians, the Father and his Son, and'willing to Examin 
them both apart, proceeded thus: Took the, old Man and bound him to a 
Tree, after he was fo bound, he fent away the Son by a File of Men one 
of fight; the old. Man there confefthewas a Praying, Indian, and that he 
was only hunting for Deer thereabouts-,.'but faid, tharhis Son was one of, 
thofe Men that wounded Captain: So then, after they had pump¬ 
ed him as much as they could, they fired a Gun with no Bullet in it over his 
Head, untied him, and fent him another way with a File out of fight; then 
brought they his Son, bound him in like manner, they telling him chat they 
had (hoc his Father, and would flioot'him alfo, if he would not confefs 
what he was, and what he knew: He fairly told them, that he was a Pray¬ 
ing Indian, but his Father made him go with him to the Nipmoog Indians, and 
that there they (hot three or four times' apiece; whereupon they then 
brought the old Man and;yed him to his Son; and Examined thetn together; 
atlengththey confeftthey were botharaong the Nipmoogs, and that the Son 
did wound Captain Hutchifim after their Examination, they were both flioc 
to Death. • - ■ ■ 

In this fame Week, King Philips Men had taken a young Lad alrve'abouc 
fourteen Years old, and bound him to'a Tree two nights and two days, 
intending to be Merry with him the Next day, andUh'at they would Roaft 
him alive to make fpprt with him; but God oyer-night; touched the heart of • 
one Indian, fothat he came and loofed him, and bid him run Grande (r. e. run 
Apace) and by that means he efcaped. ■ 

Towards the latter end of Captain Mofeley took eight Indians 

aliye, and fent therh Pi ifoners to Boflin, who were put in "Prifon there; 
thefe were of the Number of Mr. Eliot's Indians^ (as alfo many ofthofe 
Indians that were Shipt off by Captain Sprague, for the straits and Gales') 
thefe Men wCre at feveral times tryed for their Lives, and condemned to 
Die : Mean time Mr. Eliot, and Captain Cuggins^ pleaded fo very hard 
for the Indians, that the whole Council knew not what to do about them. 

They hearkned to Mr. Eliot for his Gravity, Age, and Wifdom, and alfo 
for that he hath been the chief Inftrument that the Lord hath made ufe of, 
in Propagating the Gofpel among the Heathen; And was their Teacher, 
till fuch time that fpme Indians were brought upon in the,Univerfity to fup- 
ply his pla9e. But for Captain Guggins, why fuch 3" wife Council as 
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they, flioalJ be fo over-born by him, cannot be judged othetwife then 
becaufe of' his daily troubling them with his Impertinences and mul¬ 
titudinous Speeches, in fo much that it was told him on the bench, by 
t a very worthy Perfon there prefent, that he ought rather , ^ 

to be Confined among his than to fit on the-Bench j ‘ 

his taking the Indians part fo much hath made fcm a By-word both 
among Men and Boys. Butyfo it was, that by one, and two at a 
time, moft of'thefe eight Jndans^ f and four more fent afterwards on 
the fame account) were let ioofe by night, which fo Exafperatcd the Com. 
monalty, that about the loth of Septernhcr, at nine a Clock at night, 
there gathered together about forty Men (fome of note) and came to the 
Houfe of Captain ^ames Oliver 5 two or three of them went into his En¬ 
try to defire to fpeak wkh him, which was to defiie him to be their Leader, 
and they fhould joyn together and go break open the Prifon, and take one 
Indian out thence and Hang him: Captain Oliver hearing their requeft, 
took his Cane and cudgelled them ftoutIy,and fo for that time difmiftthe 
Company 5 which had he but in the leafi countenanced, it might have 
been accompanied with ill Events in the end. Immediately Captain ofi'Vfr' 
went and acquainted Mr. Ting his Neighbour, (a Juftice of Peace) aii 3 • 
they both Went the next Morning and acquainted the Goverour, who 
thankM Captain Oliver for what he had done laft night, but this relied 
not here: For the Commonalty were fo enraged agamft Mr. £llitt, and 
Captain Guggim efpecially, that Captain Guggins faid on the Bench, that 
he was afraid to go along the llreets 5 .the anfwcr was made, you may 
thank your felf-, however an Order was iffued out for the Execution of 
that one ^notorious above the reft) Indian, and accordingly he was led 
by a Rope'about his Neck to the GalloWss when he came there, the Exe¬ 
cutioners-(for there were many) flung one end.over the Poll, and fn hoi- 
fed him up like a Dog, three or four times, he being yet half alive, and 
half dead^5 then came an Indian, z Friend of .his, and with his Knife 
"made a hole in his Bread to his Heart,-and flunked out hit Hcart-bloo^: 
"Being asked his reafon therefore, his 2ttsivKx, ‘Umb-^umfy m. Me firons^r 
'as I was before, me be foftrong asiBfi.andhe too,, bc t)e ,verftrongManfoi;c 
he die,. . ■ ■ , _ , 

Thus v^ith the Dog-libe-death i good enough ) of one :p<w Heathen,’ 
was the Peoples Rage laid in fome meafure, but in a fliort time it ‘bcgj» 
,to work (not without'Caofe enough). About-the beginning of Sefte^, 
ter. Captain Hinkstnan was Cent out Commander of ;One hqndrcd,’ Men, 
and were to, meet together at Meeting - Houfe-yard, when they 

were there, ready to March, they all unanimoufly rcfolved not-togo with 
him, but if Captain o/it^rr would goj they would go .gladly s whereupca 
the Council fent for him Home, and fent Captain X4i:e in his room. 

Onvsedntfday, Augufi 25. was oblierved a Fall at CharUs-Tovia, where¬ 
to feveral of Btfien vient, there was gathered that day Sevjm^ eight 
pounds ' ■- . ' - 

King Philip DO'fs beinning to Want Modey (having a Goat made all of 
Warnpampeag, fi.e. Indian Money) cuts his Goat-to pieces, .and diftri- 
bntes it plentifully among the Nipmug Sachems and others, .asw^fto the 
fallvard SemhAsaNi, and all roundabout. : This gives occafion to Gif- 
D pea 
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that the NmHdnfelsmiy alfo be Bribed, who are out on cur fide, m 
£ hey fota lt orders ro purf.e King pMi, effeanelly: Optam 
LathoP, znd Captain Beers, being at Hadlj, and there hearing of an Irs- 
dian Caftle not far thence, they marched with an Hundred and eighty SouU 
diers thither, who required the Induns to furrendet their Armes, tht Irsds- 
told Captain Beers, that they would the next Morning. But the 
Captains with their Men foon made themfelves Mafters thereof, forcing 
them Into a Srs>a>nf, having killed nine or ten, they Retreated 

Bvthis time the Town of Deerfield hegms to be in danger: Whereupon 
CapLin Beers with eighty Men went to bring away the People, the Inha¬ 
bitants thereof. The Indians having Burnt twenty five Houfes; in their 
Way they were met with by a parcel of Indians of about a Hundred and 
fifty, which the EnzUfh got the better of, killing neer ^otty Indians, ha¬ 
ving loft but four or five Englijhmen: But immediately there did appear 
the greateft Body that hath at one time been feen by the EngUjh, and fell 
upon Captain Beers, immediately killing him and fixty five of hp Men, 
and fifteen efcaped •, thefe fifteen ran to Captain Mojelej, who then was 
about nine or ten Miles off, he came with his fixty Men, and gave the whole 
Body of the Indians Bittel (judged about one thoufand two hundred) for 
three Hours ^ whereupon after having killed feveral of the Indians, he 
was forced to Retreat, and continued Fighting for all the time that he and 
his Men were Retreating nineMiles5 Captain Mojelej loft out ofhis Com¬ 
pany nine, and thirteen wounded. The next day they come sip again, 
the Indians were gone, they had ftript the dead Men of all their C othes 
and Arras, and Horfes-, amongft which dead, was one who had life m 
him, and was found by a Friend Indian, he took him up and faid, ««»6, 
»mh poo ln?ifmn,mee fave jow life, mee takeyopo C aptain Mefee ■ he car¬ 
ries him fifteen Miles the day after to Captain Afo/e/ey, and now this Man 

is well again‘ahd in-good health. . 

Immediately Orders wete taken at BoHon for the fending out moreRe- 
Micf, as many as to make up Captain-Afr/r/rjrr Company an Hundred com- 
pfeat, were forthwith Tent away: They are fitting out an Hqndred more 
from cinneSitcot, under the Command of Major Treat, and; -Captain 
Whiting the Minifter of Hartford. .-" b- 

September JO, Eight arac to Eofion ftom NinAicfaft, in aaEm- 
baffy; having u Certificate from Srnith its Etjglifmart,: thzt hath 

Eftate thereabouts: They difpatched their Bufinefs,-andli^-ano¬ 
ther Pafs, tied at the end'of a Stick, that pay fee itafar.oft. 

They were going out'of Town aback "way, two Men men met themi and 
fefzcd on him that had the Pafs, thefe two Men were Brothers, and this 
Indidn had been among King philips Indians, and thefe two^n Swore m 
Court, that that wasthe Man that killed their Brother, they knew biin; 
whereupon two days after his Trial'and Confclfion, he Was Hanged like 
the other. , , . ju 

September 23. About ten at night we had an Allarm given us^ andte- 
fore eleven we had qne Thoufand two Hundred Men in Armes,-and difmift 
by twelve that night: The occafion was, one of the Watch was Drunk 
aUut thirty Miles off at MtHdham, and he fired a Gun, fo It came tb 
the next morning hepaid tenShillings.-and fat feme hours m the 
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Stocks for fiis being Drunk, and afterwards had twenty Laflies for givina a 
falle Allarm. 

On the 2Zth day of happened here at eleven a Clock at night, 

a moft violencStorm of Wind and Rain, the like was never known before; 
It blew up many Ships together that they Bulged one another, forae up to- 
words Cambridge forae to Muddy-River, doing much hurt to very many; 
alfo it broke down many Wharffs, and blew down Tome Houfes therenpon. 
The Indians afterwards repotted that they had caufed it by their P<»jpn>4ip, 
(/. e. worlhipping the DevilJ. They farther fay. That as mzny Englijh- 
men lhall Die, as the Trees have by this Wind been blown down in the 
Woods: But thefe Heathenifti notions are confonant to their barbarous 
Crueltie, and ought to be valued accordingly, by all who own any thing 
fuperiour to it or them. 

Several Men, fome whereof are Quakers, will not go out on Command, 
and for their difobedience thereunto, are forced to run the Gantelop. 

About the i^tho{September, the Authority of£fli?r>»fentaParty to Nin- 
nicrofh -to require him to come to Bofton, to treat concerning the delivery 
squaw Sachem: He fent word he would come, provided he might be Cafely re¬ 
turned back; Captain living near him, offered himfelf, Wife and 
Children, and Eftate, as Hoftages therefore, 

feeing this, tefolved to fend his Eldeft Son thither (he himfelf 
being very aged) fo away they came, bringing Captain Sf»ith with them; 
when they came to Roxburj, they fent word to Sclion they were come, and 
■defired to -know if they might have admittance into BtHon: Word was 
fent them, that they fhould be very welcome. In order thereto, Captain 
^,ames Oliver, and Captain Clark, were ordered with fix Files of Muf- 
quetsapiece to meet on the Neck, to condudt them into Town. The 
Indians mcefing thefe Captains, thought that they were all to Die imme¬ 
diately; fome were for running away, and fome not, but Captain Smith 
-being with them, endeavonred to pacific them as well as he could. When 
.they (Qet, they opened to the Right and Left, and gave them three Vol¬ 
leys, and lb Guarded them to the Governours Houle. The next Morn¬ 
ing this SagAmtre with all his Retinae, went to Captain Olivers Houfc,to 
give him hearty thanks for Yefterdays kindnefs, in his condudiing themfafe 
to Town. 

The Co^cil fat everyday during their abode laBtHott, until they came 
tor fn. Agreement: The Narraganfiuhy degrees, came to this Agreement, 
That they were to deliver the squaw Sachem within fo many daysat£c^0»$ 
and the League of Peace was then by them confirmed, which tVas much 
to the general fatisfaftion j but yet many had hard thoughts of them, fear- 
, ing they will at laft prove Treacherous: They were difmift out of Town in 
falcty, according to their defire. 

The Gpyerhour and Council feeing, and ferioully conlidering the Mife- 
ry that many had already undergone, and that the Countrey was like to 
be in, IlTued out this following Order for a Solemn Fall all over the Colo¬ 
ny ; which was performed with a very great Ibew of outward Penitence, 
and (HO queftion) with much inward Anediion by very many: TheGo- 
vernour himfelf beginning the duty of the Day, with a moft heavenly

On the i7thoi oMer, a Body of Indhm came to who immedi¬ 

ately fired the Town, and confumed thirty two Houfes, andalmoftasmany 
Barns, with their Corn and Hay. r i r r n j 

The Indhns that did this Mifchief, were a company of thofe fort called 
Fraim Indians, about forty in number, that alwayes dwelt near to Spring- 
fieli and at that time were confined to their Town and a mile about it, but 
lor their ufual Civility fake, were permitted daily to have Converfe with the 
Town, about what Bufinefs they had, and at mid-nighc they did their Exploit. 
The Neighbouring Towns hearing it, and that it was done by them, Rofe 
without any Command or Leader, and flew all of them they could find, 
which was about thirty. ^ l t , . 

Likewife tidings came this day from the Eaftward, that they have killed 
twenty Men within this ten days, wherefore here is this 20tl> of Clfther ,

OurFearesare the more encrcafed, as well in that we undeiftand 
feveral of them appear up and down in Arms, however here is a Levie 
now coming out for a thoufand EngUJhmen to wait on them, which ,we 
hope may reduce them to good order, as well as recover Square Sachem out 
of their hands, which if (he be but taken by the EngUlh, her Lands will pay 
more then all the Charge we have been at in this unhappy War. 

■oUoher 28. This day by advice from Hatfield, we have this particular Ac¬ 
count of what happened there. 

One ednefday, the 19th oioUober, a party of Indians zha&t feven Miles 
off Hati^eld in the Woods, made feveral great Fires, to make the Englifb 
think they were there, but as foon as ever they had fet fire to the Wood, 
they came direaiy towards Hatfield, and about two Miles from Hatfield they 
lay inBulhes by the way fide undifcoverable, thinking to cut off the Eng- 
lift} in their way to the Fires: About Noon, ^ey oi Hatfield fent tenHorle- 
men well armed, to Scout out and fee what is the matter in the Woods, 
ahd in their way, the Indians at once (hot down nine of the ten, and the 
other returned to Hatfield to carry the news: Capt. Samuel Mojelej being 
then not far from thence, with fixty Men, was immediately fent for, who 
prefently came. By four a Clock, there were come into the Town above 
feven hundred Indians armed, and immediately fet Fire in th.’.ee places to 
the Town, but by care was foon quenched, Capt. Mefelej prefently engaged 
five hundred of thefe Indians, whilft two hundred and more other Indians 
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were at the other end of the Town endeavouring to Fire it. There was 
alfo another Captain, with about fixty Men not far off, who hearing the 
Guns, came immediately thither and fct on the other Patty of two hundred 
and odd? but two Englifh Captains foon joyned together, and they had a 
Fight with thofe fcven hundred and odd Induns, for near two Hours 
time, till they could fee no longer? in this Fight we loft only three Men 
and we judg we ntay have killed above an hundred we forced the reft 

in great diforder to run away, we forced them over a large River, who in 
their Swiming over, loft all their Arms and Ammunition, and feveral were 
Drowned, as wasfeen the next day. This Fight doth much difcourage them, 
and encourage our Eiiglijh : there were ten Men wounded of ours in me Fight 
but none Mortally we hope. “ * 

Cate nowistaken to fatisfie the rreafonable)deCresof the Commonal* 
ty, concerning Mr. Elliots Induns^ and Capt. Cuggins Iniitns. 

They that wear the name of Eripng IndUns, but rather (as Ut.Btza 
kith Ujhttr termed Frjtng-IndUns) they have made Preys of much EngUfh 
Blood, but now they ate all reduced to their feveral Confinements; which 
is much to a gener^ Satisfaftion in that refpe^.

^ (which, in regard we have had much Weftcrly 
Winds fincc; I hope ere this time you have re¬ 
ceived 5 according to the beft InforrtAtion I had 
or could procure^ I made bold to acquaint you 
with fundry Paffages, that before the date there¬ 
of, came to pafs amoogft us: I alfo fcnt you two 
of our Orders in I>rint by Order of the 'Council 
here; the one for the Confinement of ontNeetof 
(i.e. Friend) Indians, the other for a general Faft throughout thisCol- 
lony: By the one you may fee the-great Care our Authwty hath, as well 
to makea diftinaion vifioie, betwixt our Friends the Chnftian Indtansy 
and our Enemies the Heathens, as alfo, to fecure the oiie from injuries, and 
to lay the other open, and make them liable to the hand of Jultice: By the 
other you mav fee what fence of theiittmediatehandof Godt^onus^r 
Magiftrateshave; and truly 5/r, we have great caufe 
that we have fuchMagiftrates and Councellers that we are fo wellaffured 
do aime at the Glory of God, and the peace and welfare of his people in this 
Wildernefs, that however the mighty hand of God is lifted upopon us, 
and he hath given CommiffioP. to the Sword to deftroy, yet we are wdl fa- 
tisfied there is nothing wanting that lyeth within the reach of their w.fdom 
prftrength: Wherefore inthemidft of our troubles we comfort onrfelves 
in this, that we are fatisfied they do what in them lycth; I hope in fome 

jhorttime I may hear of yout receipt thereof. r l o r r 

Inmy laft I alfogaveyou fatfirft; anAccount ofthe Reafonsof 
the Rife and Origin of the?e unhappy Wars, in which, my Information was 

not foperfea, but that there was foraewhatamiBs although, at that tune, 

the Account thereof was generally receiv’d, and the aeration fsnw much 
only in fome few patticula? circura toes: Wherefore,that you might b^tbe 
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taore certain thereof, I fhall give you an account whereini mifled, 
Thus.- About fix years Cinte one Sofoman ■, C^n -Scnoliar 

and Minifter ) having fpent fame years in the Study of Divintiy, 
being by that time jud^d capable of Preaching the Gofpel, was by 
the Authority ol Plymuih (em to Preach to King ? hewithfome 
feemin£» - kind of Devotion, heard hifti for a while at feveral times; 
and however his Zeal was in outward appearance, yet all that_time, 
and a good vfhile before, he, withfcveralofhisown men,had aConrpiracy 
to cut off the Engltjh thereabouts, and fcrupled not to make the bufinefs 
known to Sefoman, as fuppofing he might be of great ufe to him, in the car- 
lyin® on that bloody delign; yvhereupon tlm foon after makes 

this Thing known to the Governor of Nerv-Plymuth- Celleny, ^ofuh Wfnficw 
Efa- KintJ fiifpeft ng he either would divulge, or had already made 
known till's fecret to the Engli[b,tqQk Councel to kill this Sofemx/) ■, where¬ 
fore in order thereunto, one day, as hefatfifiiing by a Rtver-fide, two or 
fhieeW .#/came and barbaroufly Murthered him in the place? where¬ 
upon, as icon as the Governor andGouncel of Plymsath heard thereof, lent 
and took the faid Muriherers 5 asalfo a fmall Party went to King PM//> and 
brou<"ht him and moft of his chief men to Plymutk and there Examined 
them'^ arid had feveral meetings in Confultation about the bufinefs; but 
King pW//> behaved himfelf very uncivilly (like ^Heathen,) however due 
proofcouldnotbe produced againft him, and he nor his Men not having ‘ 
yetlhedany^nglilhBlood after his encring into a League of Peace with the 

gnzlik was difmift; only the Murtherers after a legal Condemnation were 
Handed. Here lies the occafion of our prefenc difference, which I have 

made bold to acquaint you of. 

Sir, Towards the clofe of my laft to you, I gave you an Account of what 
wasdoneatH4r/r/<7theisith. o(oM. laft •, in which Fight the Heaibens 
were fo put to it, thatthey were forced to go to their laft re fug that Is 
the Narra^anfets, .-who I wrote you word we feared every day more an\d 
more would prove perfidious to us ? wherefore the Authority of the United 
Collonies having Intelligence that King Philip with his whole retinue, as 
well Women and Children, &c. did harbor themfelves under the pro- 
teiftionof who is the King of the Narraganfets, as al'fo hearing 

that that fame Stchem, that came to Bafloa about the end of September laft, 
(being Nimeroft's Eldeft Son) isfmee Marry ed to the Squab'S schem s which 
Marriage doth fignifie a near Alliance : and alfo feeing that what that Sa¬ 
chem didagree unto with out Authority, when in Soften, is not at all regard¬ 
ed by lh;m, (for that 54r/&r»iifent word when he came home into his own 
Country, that Ninicreft would nOt agree to what he had done:) tliefe 
thinos fo falling out near the fame time, put our Authority then in Coun¬ 
cel upon fome neceffity of finding out a fpeedy way to remedy the fame. 
But notwithftanding their perfideoufnefs hitherto, yet about three weeks 
after, five Sachemsame together from Ninicreft to Beften, and engaged that 
our Enemies, entertained by them, ftiould be delivered up inftantly ? but 
nothin^ being done of what they promifed, theCommiflioners of the United 
Collonies, fitting in Councel here, (the feveral confiderations here expreflr, 
with others raoveing them thereto) in the firft place publiftied this following 
Remonfttance (here inferted vtrbatim) and ordered a Body of Souldiers, 

■ Horfe 
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Horfeatid Foot to march hehce j in order thereunto, on die ibth. of this 
Iiiibnt Decemlftrt fix Companies of Foot and Horfe marched hence un¬ 
to Suconck : Tile nuir.'rer of the Souldiers were dms i Of MalJachufetts and 
pltmutfj Collonies oo. Foot and soo. Horfe, and CtnmaUot Gollony 
having, goo- Foot and 190. Horfe ready to meet t*.em at Nett London-, 
whereof Govevnour Jofuh Winflooo is gone out General: From AJaffachufctts 
Cofiony ii gone, .ont ' in Command, Mzjox Appltton oi ipftvieh. Captain 
James Oliver, G^taia Samuel Mofelej , and Capr. Nath, Daveapori of 
Bofton, Capt. Jobnfon of Roxhurj, Capt. Gardner ol Salem, andCapt. Tbo- 
mas Prrahcf, Cape, of the Horfe, -tbel'e were Commanders ofchofefeven 
Companks that matched hence. The i 6 th. Inftant we had advice from 
them, that the Enemy had hmatW. Jeremiah Balts Hassit t-XNarragan- 
fett, and killed 18. Men, Women, and Children that were in it, and that 
they had taken 55. Indians, and killed 10. more, and burnt 150. Wigwams 
with the lofs of four of our Men, an,d as many wounded. This exploit was 
performed by Capt. Prentice, a Capt. of the Horfe. 

The weather now being extream cold, having Iboth Froft and Snow in 
moft places two fo8t, in many places three foot deep, we have as yet had 
nothin" like to a Field Battel with thefave that Fight we had at 
Hatfidd,- of which I gave you! an Account of in mylaft, until thefe Soul¬ 
diers went out laft; fince which time, by feveral Pods coming daily thence, 
as alfo by private Letters, I have this Account of this Fight in particular. 

On5d<«ri4y the 19th.Inftant, the General Muftered up the whole Ar- 
any in November, as before, having with them three Minifters, vie. 
Me. Dudley, Mr. Buckley, aad Mr. Samuel Notoel, ztCapt. Smiths Hoafe, 
fthe fame Capt. Smith I told you in my laft, that came to with 
Ninnicroft’i Eldeft Son a Sachem) whofe dwelling is about four miles off the 
Narraganfetts dwellings, and is now the ftrongeft Gartifon in thofc parts) 
a,nd having given orders for a march, according to diferetion, marched to¬ 
wards the Narraganfets Country (or Town) where finding no Indians, they 
were at a ftand, not knowing which way to go in purfuit of the Indians ; but 
Jiowever during their ftay, their Capt. Prentice, with his Company difeo- 
vered fome place under ground, wherein was Indian-Cofn laid up in ftore by 
them; this encouraged them to look farther 5, whereupon in their fearch 
they found feveral good quantities of that grain in like manner, which after¬ 
wards was conveyed to theGarrifon. In the Afternoon of that 
fome of the Souldiers accidentally efpied an Indian alone, whom they took 
and carried to the General, who upon his refufal to anfwer to thofe queftions 
demanded, was ordered to beHanged forthwith 5 whereupoathe indsan to 
fave his life, told them where the whole body of the Indians were together, 
as well King Philip, and all other Confederate Sagamores and sachems with 
their whole retinue, as alfo the whole body of the Narraganfess, being 
joyned all in a body in Nfvember,'zhoat 4500. Indian men, befides Wives 
and Children: Whereupon, keeping this Indian for their Guide, they 
having provifions with them, marched all night, the i»^/4/;r being then 16. 
Miles diftant from them, and that Night there fell a very hard Snow two 
or three foot deep, and with-all an extream hard Froft, fo that foi^ of out 
}i^en were frojen in their han^ and feet, and th«eby difabled for 






The next dsy, about Noon, they come to a large Swamp, which by rea¬ 
lm of the Proft all the Night before, they weie capable of going over 
(which elfe they cobid not have done; they forthwith in one body entered 
the raid Swamp,- and in the midft thereof was a piece of firm Land, of about 
rinee or fbarAcies'of ground,whereon the Indiam had built a kind of a Fotr, 
being Palifado’d round, and within that a clay Wall, as alfo felled down a’ 
bundanceofTteestolay quite round the faid Fort, but they hadnotquite 
finiihed the faid Work: The Generahplaced Capr. MtfcUj in the Front, to 
enter the Fort, and the reft of the Companies were placed according to dif- 
cittion: In their march they met with threefent out as Scouts, 
whom they (hot dead at fight thereof fas foot! as ever the/ws'/^wfaw our 
Army comeing, they (hot as fart as ever they could, and fo our Men did the 

Ike. BcforeonrMencouldcomeuptotakepoffcflTjonofthe Fojt, the/»- 
aliaashad ftot three BuHeis through Capt. Davtsptrt^ whereupon he bled 
txtreamly, and immediarly.called; for his Lieutenant, Mr. EdtvardTinz-> 
and commited the charge oftheCoftipany to him, and defired him to take 
ccreofhU'Quh. and deliver kaccording to order, and immediatly died in 
the place i hisCompanywertextreatiily grieved at his death, inreoardhe 
was fo courteous to them, for he being Coititnauder of that Company, be- ' 
longing to CimMge aadWjipertmv, &c. was ia Stranger to mort of them - 
and at die.time that he came to take poffeflion of his Company, he made a 
wry civil fpeech.to them, and aUo gave them free liberty to choofe their 
Sejjea'ntsThemfelves, which pleafed them very well, and accordingly did 
foi5.'andicis very probable the/W/w might think that Capt. Bavenptrt 
was the General, becaufehehada very good Buff Suiton at that time, and 
thierefope might (hoot at him. 

Ina Ihorttiraeour Forces entred the Fort, Captain mfelej being in 
the Front, the Indians knowing him very well, many direded their (liot to 
him, as he afterwards told the General that he believed he faw jo. aim at 
him: As foOn as he and they had entred the Fort, he efpied a heap of above' 

50. Indians lay dead in ^corner, which the Indians had gathered together - 
as OjonaseverourMen had entred the Fort, the/Wia#/fled, our men 
Killed many of them, as alfo of their Wives and Children, amongft which 
dn Indian Black-Smith (the only man amongfl them; that fitted their 
Guns and Atrow,heads 5 and amongft many more Houfes burnt bis, as 
alfb deraolifl^ed his Forge, and carried away his Tools ^ they fought with 
thtindtans, andparfuedthemfolongas was advamagious to them, then 
the General gave order to found a Retreat, which was done accordk® to 
order. The Retreat was nofooner beaten, and the So'ildicrs were m a 
lyiarchiog pofture, before they were got all out of the Fort, a thoufand 
imirlndtans fetononrMen, butinan hours time the Indiana were forced 
to Retreat and Flie: Our Men, as near as they can judge, may have 
kilkdabout6cio. Indian Men, befides Women and Children: Manymoie 
were killed which we could have no account of, by reafon that 
they would cwy away as many dead Indians as they could. Our men be- 
fcretheyhadbeen feton by the freflv7»ii/4»r, had fet fire to moftof the 
Waggons in and about the Fort (which were near 1000. in all,> how ma^ 
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nywcreburnc down they could not tell pofitively, only thus, That they 
Marched above three miles from the Fort by the light of the Fires. Here

I gave you » true Account of the’ftate «f our Affairs m Nrw* 
England, particularly of the Engagement of our Forces with 
the/«///4»jonthei5)th, of 1675. and the number 

of the Slain and Wounded. I lhall now continue my Intelligence according 
toyourrequeft, and my promife, and giveyoua true Account of all tran/^ 
aftions here (worth your information J fince the forefaid oi De¬ 
cember. d 

Our wounded men (thanks be to God)aremoftof them pretty well>le- 
• covered, and only Captain Sealj is dead that I can hear of. By fome 
Indian-Prifoners, lately taken, wegre certainly informed that they had 
355. men killed out-right, befides feveral burnt inotheir Waggons, with 
Women and Children, and i 80. wounded, many of which are fince dead, 
particularly Sachem §uanefins Brother^ who' was a man of great Conf- 
mand among the Indians. That Night the Indian! left the place where the 
Fight was, and Retreated 5. miles farther into the Country. Ninecreft 
an old Sachem in that Country, who hath hitherto continued Neuter, and 
neither aflifted the Indians nor us, fent fome of hisi men the next day, and 
Buried the dead Indians, and as many of the Jas were left behind 
dead. 

On the 23. and 24th. of December, the Indians fent fome Commiffioners 
to our General to Treat of Peace, which they had no mind toconculde; 
but we foon perceived it was only to prevent our falling upon them, arid' to 
gain themfelves more time to remove their Army and Provifion twenty 
miles farther into the Country, to fome Rocks where we could not get zt 
them without great danger. Although out'General knew this, hewasdeli- 
rous to keep the Treaty on foot by reafon thp Forces of the Collonyof 
D Ctnntliicti 










CinntUkot had left our Army, and we at home to recruit, and thofc fop- 
plies from Bofion, that are daily expefted, not being.yet Arrived, our Army 
<vas not in a condition to make any new attempts on the Enemy j but had 
not the CoimeSficot Forces left our Army, we had hopes that we might 
have compelled the Enemy to yield to our mercy. During this time, our 
Forces fotaged the Country, and brought in great quantities of Indian* 
Corn to the Army. 

About the beginning of the Forces from Bejleathztv/aeknt 

to Reinforce our Army arrived at Narragaffc$f where our A rmy then lay : 
the extteim coldnefs of the Seafon had mightily jhcomihende«Htm in 
their 4 hai.th} they loft Eleaven of their hlenton their march, tiw'Were 
frozen to death, and brought many others fick and diiheartned with the ex- 
tream coldiicfsof the Seafon: they were joyfully received by the Army 5 
and foon after them rfie^Connefticot Itmces catpeto the Army,having Re¬ 
inforced their Companies With fotne freih meh," ^nd broUgnt with them 
Unkw anOld S4ehem-,vibo dwelt in the Ctn/ielficot jurlfdidlion 5 he brought 
with him forae Companies of hisown ItiJia/is. ,v^ the afliftance of the 
Englt^). ' \ ■ ' ■ ' • * 

The Winter being now broke up, and the Snow and Ice all gone, our. 
Army confiding in all of i500. men, began their March to the Rocks., 
where thewere fled for proteSion 5 but in their way, they had in¬ 
telligence that 3c had been it J'4mxir, an Engliih Plantation on 

the Narnginfet Bay,, where they had burnt Mr. Carftnters Corn and Hay , 
andallbisHoufes, except his dwellirig Houfe, which likekrife they had let 
on fire, but.it was again quenched by fome Englifh that Were in it: They 
likewife drove away with them 'i80. Sheep, 50. head of large Cattle, 
and ly. Horfes: Befides, they took much Cattel from young Mr. H4rr*r, 
and killed a Negroe-Servant of his s and having done this mifchicf, returned 
home with their Booty. 

Our Army being Arrived in Pttmham'i Country, an Indian Sachem^ we 
burnt his Town, and had a fmall Reincounter with fome of his/»i?4»j, 
where we wounded his chiefCaptain^4^*4yfc on the knee, and killed five 
ofhis Men,and had four of our Cmnc&icot men wounded. 

Our Scouts brought in Prifoner one Tift, a Renegadoe Engliih man, 
who having received a deferved puniihment from our General, deferted our 
Army, and fled to the Enemy, where he had good entertainment, and 
was again fent out by them with fome of their Forces ^ hewasihot in the 
Knee by our Scouts, and then taken before he could difeharge his Musket, 
which was taken from him and found deep charged, and laden with Slugs: 
He was brought to our Army, andTryed by aCounfel ofWar, where he 
pretended that he was taken Prifoner by ths Indians, and bythemcom- 
pelled to bear Arms in their Services but this being proved to befalfc, he 
was Condemned to be Hanged and Quartered, which was accordingly 
done. 

Our Army beat thefrom the forefaid Rocks, and purfuedthem 
almoft as far as which purfuit we killed about 60. or 70. of them, 

and found many of the Matts fcattered in the way, with which they cover 
their Houfes, which we fuppofc they could not carry with them by rea- 

fon 
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fofl of our clofe purfuir. Some Prifoncrs taken from them, inform us, that 
their body confifts of 4000. whereof 1800. were Fighting Men, half of 
which wanted Arms, that they were in great want of Povrdcr, and greater 
want of Provifions. • 

Provifion growing fcarce in our Army, and the Enemy having cleanfed 
the Country of things that might tend tp our RcU^ oar General refolved 
to purfue them no farther, bUt to hafteb hometrards, which accordingly 
was done with what fpeed we conld 5 but the fcarcity of Visuals daily en- 
creafing, we were forced to kill feveral. of oar Hotfeis for our Snfieaancet 
Our General difmift the C#«»«^^«#^MeB,and fentthem homethe oeareli 
way, and Old UnJcM and 1 h$ /»d; 4 »x 41 iMig with thenr. They proved vtrf 
faithful in our Service, and were well treated by us. Our Generali having 
left 60. men inCarrifoB at Mr. Smt&i Honfe, at SdrrdgMftt^ where the 
Fight was on the iptb. ofDf^/wffr,came home by tlje way of Mdlhreugh: 
Many of our Souldiers are troubled With the Plitx, of which our General is 
one. 

King Hilfp hath not yet been at as. we feared, bat isretired 

with his Men near Albany^ where he hath kept his Winter Charters. We 
Very much fear thefalling on ourOut-Towns thisSpriiw, which 
if they fliould, would extreamly damnific us. 

Our Friend Mr. ff. O. went out again into the Army, befqre he was 
cured of his old wound, and hath received another on bis Elbow-joynt, which 
we fear will caufe him to lofe his Arm, if not. hh , Life. Our Enemies 
are yet very Unmerciful^ fparing no petfonslife that they can Matter. 

I fee no likelihood of any Peace, but much feair our Wars are far from aa 
endOur Trade.to rkginU is quite decayed, not one Veifel havinggone 
from hence thither fince the Wars began s but by a fmall Veflel Arnv^ 
here from thence, we are informed that the Indhnt have fallen unexpefted 
on the Englilh, and deftroyed many of them, and done much harm with 
very little lofs to themfelves, bot this report finds Very little credit with ns 5 
bythenextShiping I (hall (God willing) give you a farther Account of 
our Affairs, and in the mean time iball negleft no opportunity of informing 
myfelf of the ttanfadlions ofthefe Parts, berngfenfible how muchyoh 
have obliged

That he fhould inform his Neighbours and Confederates of thefe Co¬ 
venants, that they might be careful of wronging either party. 

'6. That where any of hii/»///<»« came amongft theEoglijh, they Ihould 

haveno Bows or Arrows, or any other Arms with them. 

7. That in fo doing, our Soveraign Lord King Jmes fhould cueem hinS 
as his Friend and Ally. j ru 

Thefe Articles were agreed on to the good fatisfaCJion and content 01 botn 
' parties, and Majfafoiet was content to become the Subjedt of our Soveraign 
Lord King his Heirs and Succeffors, and gave to the Engl ilh all the 

Lands adjacent, and to their Heirs for ever. . 

On the 25th. day oi September} in the year 1619- this great Sacheqa 
Ma^afoiet, with his Son, came perfonally to the Court held at P/i- 

mouth ia New-England} and defired that the League and Confederacy for¬ 
merly made with the Government of might hand and remain in- 

violable, and the fald mlfafoiet and his Son Moanam did faithfully Fomife 
to keep and obferve the Covenants and Conditions therein exprefledand 
contained, and that neither of them fhould needlefly or unjuftly raifeany 
quarrel, or do any wrong to other Natives, or provoke them to War ^ainft 
them, and that neither of them Ihould give, fell, or convey any of their 
Lands, Territories, or Poffeflions whatfoever, to any perfon or perfons 
whomfoever, without the privity and confent of the Government of Pit- 
mouth: All which conditions the faid and his Son, for 

themfelves and their Succeffors, did then faithfully promife to obfervfe and 
keep, and the whole Court, in the name of the whole Government for 
each Town icfpeaively, did then ratifie and confirm the aforefaid ancient 
League and Confederacy, and alfodid further promife to the faid Maffafeiet

That a Srpamp fignifies a Moorifli Place' overgrown with 
Woods and Buflies, but foft like a Quagmire or Irifli 3ogg, 
over Tfvhich Horfe cannot at all, nor Englilh Foot ( without 
gttrat difficulty ) paffe. 

A Sachem is a-King, Prince, or Chief of an ancient Fa¬ 
mily, over whom he is as an abfolute Monarch.

Aving prefumed in Two former Letters ‘ to give 
you a faithfull Account , of the Ori^l Occdfwn 
»l f» ( as near as I could Difcover ■) and fad Progreffe 

^1 IM of the Cruel Wars between us and our BirbMrous 

1^ Enemies, x!qs. Minns thoiffiht ( having this other 
® Ojpportunity ) your CurioMy might exyeEi, aticall: 

( h'om that knowledge I have for many years had 
of your Courteous DiQxDfition ) was aflured 
your Gooi-natnre avould PnrJLon , the trouble , of a Further ReUtion 
of material Occurrences which have fince happened amongft us , the 
rather for that I remember my felf under the voluntary Obligation 
of a promife fo to do. 

My laft ( which I hope yr>ii RpceK'«H )'-n cia uf the pth of February^ 
\6-]\ : And lerioufly at that time my hand trembled , and my heart 
almofl: fainted , w hen my minde refleded on our prefont miferies , 
and revolved for the future w'hat might be the Iffue of that Deb^e of 
Calamity which threatned us ; The Difpenfation we lay under was 
CLouij and affrighting , Frefh Meffengers ( like ^obs forvants ) 
howriy arriving to bring die Dolefiill- Tidings of New Mai&crcs , 
Slaughters and Devnfiatwns committed by the Brutijb Heathens ; and 
certainly it cannot but delerve both fVonder and Cammiferation , t ha t 
thefe parts w hich w^cre not many Moneths fmee hardly to be Parral- 
lel’d for plenty and fecurity , are now almofl: deftroyed an^ laid W’afte 
by the favage Cruelties of a bhody ( and fometimes defpkahle ) Ene¬ 
my 5 w'ho are now become fo well-fumifht with Arms and Ammu¬ 
nition ( by the bafe treachery w’e fear of fome of our Neighbours) 
fo inftruiffed in Difcipline by Experience, and heightned in Pride by 
unexpcQed fuccellc, That unleffe our God ( whofo tender mercies are 
over all his works ) in oompaflion tx) the Englilh Nation in this Wil- 
derneffe, w'onderfully appear for our deliverance, nothing could be 
expefted but an utter Defolation; And of this his gracious dealing to¬ 
wards us, we have lately had feverall luflances, our Forces b^g 
crow ned with lucceffe, and the Enemy put to flight, or fo divi- 
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dec! and difcouraged, that great Numbers have furrendred themfelves, 
vrhch by our own ftrength or outward Circumftapces we could kaft 
cxpea it. But that I may fet down things In iome Method, I lliall 
rc Wume the Narritive of oiir Troubles, where I \eft oft in my laft 
Letter, and relate the moft confiderable Aftions from that time, in the 
fame Order as they happened. - , ' , , r t r - i 

After grat;®iarp Pigte on the November, whereof I formerly 
gave you ; the Parti&ilar^ our wounded men (in number about 150.) 
being 0reft, were feift into tlie befl;-place for their 

Acommodation, where accordingly they were kindely received by the 
Governour, and others, only fome churkib Quakers were not free 
to entertain them, until! compelled by the Governour; Of lo inhu¬ 
mane, peevifti and untoward a difpofition are thefe Nahds, as not to 
Voudikfe Civility to thofe that had ventured their Lives, and received 
dangerons wounds in their defence. As for the Indians that furvived 
thdTia'ftVll, they foyfook their New-built Fort, and that-where 
the Fight hapned, and polled themfelves in a twenty miles diftant 

ffbm 'ttipnce; The'Weather being extreme cold, and.the fnow fo deep, 
that We bould riot for fbme time march in purfiiit of them; yet flill 
kept Scouts abroad daily to oblerve their Motions, and thereby : hin- 
dred them from coming to the Sea-fide; killed and'took Priforiers 
divers of them, as they were found ftragling ; and burnt great iNinn- 
bcrs.of their IVignsams (or houfesi) And being re-inforced with iome 
Additional! Forces, from Bojlon and PUmouthy together with a ferk la¬ 
den with Provifion, we refolved to fet upon them again with the 
firfl o'pportunity ; And in order thereunto marched to Potuxity where 
we unoerftood. That two nights before the Indians had aflaulted a 
Gentlerrtans Houle about break of Aoy w'itb mucli Violence , and 
wounded Two men in it, ftriving to Fire the Houfe feveral times, by 
tying ^Pihe-fplinfers br long Poles in a Bunch fired, and held upon the 
Shingles; but thofe within prevented that ttratagem from taking effe£l, 
beat oflr 'the Aflailants, rind found one of them left dead upon the, 
place ; 'But the Out-houfes and Hay the Indians burnt, and drove a- 
way all the flieep arid cartel; We marched after them with all con¬ 
venient expedition, and came to the Swamp, where they had been, 
but moft of them were then fled, having by their Scouts difeovered 
the advance of our men; yet our Horle killed, and took many of 
them» .following the purfuit, till our Horles were tired, our rnen faint, 
and our .viauals fpent; Tnfomuch that feveral horfes were killed and 
eaten,, whereof the General (the 'Noxth.yjpofiah fVinJbw Efquire, Gover- 
iiour of New-London') eat his part, and in all as well hardlhips as dan¬ 
gers, was not wanting to encourage his men by his own valiant ex¬ 
ample : But finding it both vain and hazardous to march farther after 
thi;! flying rabble of barbarous Heathens, who we heard were then got 
together, about 5000. men women and children, towards Qmhage'^ 
Our Army left the Chace, and having placed a Garilbn of about Se¬ 
venty men, in Captain Smiths (a ftrong) houfe, within four Miles of the 
Dwellings, roarehed homeward? to and from 

thence 
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tliengc. to Bojlon, where they were disbanJed In December. 

B'jt upon this, the Indians began to appear abroad again as mifchle- 
vous as ever ; For the very next week they fet upon Lancafter Town, 
killed leveral people, and carried away many pnfoners* Such houibs 
us were fortified, defended themfelves, but the greateft part of the 
Town they fired and plundered; and had deftroyed the \Vhole place, 
had not Captain IFadpvorth upon hearing of the Guns come with great 
expedition from Sudbury, with a party to their relief; After this they 
cut off a farm-houfe Sudbury, killed feven people in a barbarous 
manner, and carried fome away captive: Three hundred of them let 
upon the Town of Maidesfield, and burnt at lead: fifty Houfes, killed 
and took divers of the Inhabitants, being allfurpriled before they were 
aware •• For the fiibtle Indians near day-break, came about the Houles 
privately, and lay dole in the Fences; and as people came out of 
their Houfes, fhot them down: Upon this the Governour ot Maf- 
fachufet lent out about Five hundred or Six hundred men under the 
Condufl: of Major Thomas Savadge and Captain Mofely, as next in Com¬ 
mand to him, who having intelligence by a girl that liad made hc)r 
elcape, that the Indians were in Three Towns beyond Q»doge, niarch- 
ed thither, w’here they joyned Major Treat with the Conneeficot Forces; 
butthe Enemy w^ere fled; onlyskulkingly outof rite Woods, theyfhot 
one of Captain yf/^/7J-men,and wounded one or two more; But their 
main body being clofely purfued, dilperfed and ran into IToodt and 
Sivamps, fo that it \A'as impolfible' for our men to come up with them, 
and therefore marched away for Hadley and Northampton, to fecTire 
them and the other Towns in thofe parts, and by a fpecial Providence 
came very feafonably; For within two days after his Arrival Nor^ 
thampton fortified round) was aflaulred, the Centinel furprifed 

and flain, and the Enemy entred the Fortifications; Being ignorant 
(as it is fuppofed^ of any Recruits newly come thither, but found 
fuch warm entertainment, that though they had kindled their .fire, 
they dnrft not ftay .to roaft their break-faft, but were forced to fly 
with great confuuon; we havingToft only three men; and the Enemy 
above twenty, as was judged, though the number could not be cer¬ 
tainly known; it being their Cuftome to carry off their dead always 
with them, if poflible; The next day they appeared about a thoufand 
ftrong, whereupon the Major drew out his Forces, and prurfued them 
to their ufuall place of Rendevouz near Deerfetd\ - But they vvould 
hot abide his coming up with thembut fled dil|jhr^dly .Jntp 
the Woods, where he was ^ble to do little or np ;Execution Upon 
them. ' ' ' 

The Councill of Bofign.( to the g-reat furprize oF ; rtiapy people ) 
refufing to maintain the Natraaanfet Garrifb.n » railed by the' United 
Colonies , lodged as aforefaid in Mr Smiths hdufe, they havirtg 
and deftroyed what they cgflld , quitted the laid Houlp, chdlb hf the 
Soldiers that belonged to ^^onjicHuot hiring a, Boat to tfan^’lt them 
to PaaKatucke, fearing to March through the Narra^anfit Countf^^ , 
and thofe of the Maffaehufets and Plirnnwath went 
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the very next day after their Departure, the Indiam came and burnt 
the .faid Garrifon^oufe ( one of the moft delightfdl feats in Nexv-Eng- 
Und ) and another houfe ,pf the faid Capt. Smiths at Sawgaw, together 
with all the Houfes at Nurra^nfet ; and the day folbwing alSulted 
Warwick with fo unhappy a mccelTe, that they burnt moll of the 
Houfes there , and indeed ruined ail but four, which during the pre- 
fent danger were kept by their owners with their friends and fer- 
vants as Garrifons j Out of which there was a lally made with 
.Twenty, men , who with the Ioffe of one of their number killed ten 
pf the Indians , yet could, not preferve the reft of the Town , nor 
hinder them from carrying from thence a Confiderable bootv of 
Cattel. , . , ^ 

The 14th of Marc^^ the favage Enemy fet upon a Confiderble 
Town piled Groughton , and burnt Ma]or'/VSerds Houfe firft ( who 
with his Family rentpved to Charls Town ) and afterwards deftroyed 
fixty Five dwelling'houfes more there , leaving but fix houfes Hand¬ 
ing- in the whole Town , which they likewufe furioufly attempted to 
let on fire ; But being fortified with Arms'and Men as Garifbns, they 
with their Ihot, killed feveral of the Enemy, and prevented lb mdeh 
of their defigne; Nor do we hear that any perfon on our fide was 
hpe either ffain or taken captive ; But the very next day two men co¬ 
ming from Malbury to Sudbury, were fet upon in the Woods by a great 
Number oi Indian IFomen, armed with Clubs, pieces of Swords, and 
pe like, who by their numbers having over-maftered the two poor 
Travellers., that liad nothing but fmall fticks to defend themfelves 
With, beat out their brains, and cut off their privy members, w'hich 
thp c^ried away with them m triumph; fo vain it is to expeft any 
A ^ Fopleamongft whom 

fhe moft milde and gentle fex delight in cruelties, and have utterlv a- 
^"^™ «once the two proper Virtues of Womankinde, Pity and 

Their next Attempt ( I mean of any confiderable Body of the Indi¬ 
ans) was upon a Town called which they fet^fire to, and 

burnt dovvn to the ground ; There was little refiftance made herk 
^pple endeavouring rather to efcape their Fury by flight then oddo- 
Ution ; and yet they killed many, burnt- tlL fown down JSi 

felfe clotTh and fifty perfons into their merci-

fters bdnf lamentable condition, one ofthe'sl 

hSl’r anSF f a jeering manner, they would 

help her, and be her Midwives, and thereupon they barbaroufly ript 

up 













up her body, and burnt thechilde before her face, and then In amef- 
cifufl cruelty, to put her out of her pain, knockt her o’th head; There 
was a Report that they had forcea Mrs Rotvlinjon to marry the one- 
eyed Sxchem , but it was fbon contradicted j For being a very pious 
Woman, and of great Faith, the Lord wonderfully fupported her un¬ 
der this affliaion, fo that Ihe appeared and behaved her felf amongft 
them with fomuch courage and majeftick gravity, that none durft of¬ 
fer any violence to her, but on the contrary (in their rude manner ) 
feemed to Ihew her great relpea; But who can exprelTe theforrows 
of her Husband, the Minifter, and his Brother, when returning from 
Bofion, prefently after the-Engagement, they found all their Goods dc- 
ftroyed, their Houfeslaid in alhes, and their dear Wives and Children 
thus miferablycaptivated: This was a fit Scene for Faith and Patience 
to beexercifedin; Infucha junftureof affairs a man had need have 
a God to go to for fupport, and an Intereft in Chrift to yield him 
- Confolation: Mr Roivlinjon after much pains and trouble ranlomed his 
Wife for Twenty Pounds, and got her out of their hands, but his chil¬ 
dren and the reft ( if living ) remain ftill in that moft Wretclied 
Slavery. 

About the lame time one Mr. Clarks Wife, Children, and all his Family 
at his Farm-houfe two miles from Plimouih, were lurprized and killed, ex» 
cept one Boy, who was knockt down, and left for dead, but afterwards 
taken up and revived; The houle they plundred of provifion and goods 
to a great value. Eight corapleat Arms, 30/. of Powder, with an an- 
fwerable Quantity of Lead for Bullets, and 150/. in ready money. The 
laid Mr. C/<*r^himfelf narrowly efcaping their Cruelty by being at that 
Inftant at a Meeting. 

Sunday the 26th of March was ladly remarkable to us for the Tidings of 
a veiy deplorable dilafter brought unto Bofton about 5 a Cloak that after¬ 
noon by a Poft from That Captainlcituatem/^/«w- 

THouth Colony, having Intelligence in his Garrilbn at Seaconickey that a 
Party of the Enemy lay near Mr. Blackftonesy went forth with 63 Englt(bi 
and 20 oi^^CapeInd,ians, ( who had all along continued ftithfiil, and 
joyned with them); and upon their march, difcovered rambling in an 
oblcure woody place, 4 or 5. Indians, who in getting away from us hal¬ 
ted as if they had been Lame or wounded; But our men had purlued them 
butalitt'lewayintothe woods, before they found them to be only De¬ 
coys to draw them into their Ambulcade, For on a fudden, they 
difcovered above 500 Indians, who in very good order furioufly at- 
tacqued them, being as readily received by ours , So tliat the Fight 
began to be very fierce and dubious, and our men had made the 
Enemy begin to retreat, but fb flowly, that it Icarce deferved that 
name ^ when a frefh company of about 400. Indians, came in, lb 
that the Englifh and their few Indian friends were q^uite furrounded, and 
befet o« every fide; Yet they made a brave refiftance for above Two 
hours; During all which time, they did great execution upon the 
Enemy, whom they kept at a diftance, and themfelves in order, For 
Captain Pime caft his 63. Englifh and 20 Indians into a Ring, and 
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fought back to back, and were double-double diftance all in one Ring. 
wSlft the were as thick as tliey could ftand Thirty deep; 

•Over=pbw’er’d with whole. Numbers, the laid Captain, and 55. of 
his Englilii, and ten of their Irdim friends were Haiti upon the place; 
which in filch a Caule,. and upon llich diladYantages may certainly 
iteftiled, The ^ of Honour'. However they fold their worthy Lives 
at a gallant rate; It being affirmed by thole few that (not without 
wonderfull difficulty, and many wounds) made their elcape, that the 
Indians loft as many Fighting men fnat counting women and chil¬ 
dren) in this Engagement, as were killed at the battle in the Swamj/ 
near mention^ in our laft Letter, wdiich were gene¬ 

rally computed to,be above Three hundred. 

• The fame day dome Chriftians going to a Meeting zx. SfritigfieU 
with a fmalll tuard, w^ere ambulcaded by Eight Indians, and a man 
and’woman (lain ; and tire reft (fuppofmg the Enemies number fo 
have been greater then it was, for in truth tnir then w'ere twice as 
many, yet ftruck with terrour, fled, and left two women and two Cliil- 
dren to the Enemies mercy, • whom they, carried a>vay captive, great¬ 
ly infulting, that fo few'- of them fliould make fo many Englifh fly-- 
Of this'accident Msl]ov Savage zt llidly. hSms, immediatly advertiled 
by a Poft, lent Ipecially on that occafion, dispatch* a Party of Horle 
to purliie the' Enemy, and the next morning found their Track, and 
fbonafterdilcoveredthem^who leeing;-bur mefi.app'roach, took the two 
pbor; Infants, and in the fight both of tlieir Motners and our men, 
tdflid' them up in the air, and dafht their brains out agaihft the 
Rooks, and with their hackets knockt down the women, and forth¬ 
with fled; The place being exceeding rocky and a Swamp juft by, bur 
horle Could not follow them, and on foot were not able to overtake 
tlierit; So that the bloudy Villains for the prelent elcaped delerved 
Vengeance; Yet it plealed God, that both the women revived, and 
I'leiflg'cOme again to* their underftanding, one of them declared, that 
flic'knew evciry ;partiGUlar peflbn of tlrele Eight Indians, and that they 
adViletl them to put all the men they could light upon to death, but 
fbdfeyb as many women and houfes as they could for them, 
■i-^tivTuelday following, the barbarous Infidels deftroied fixty and fix 
Hbti'felSj befides Baras arid Buildings in Seaeonicke; but w'e do not hear of 
afi^pefldn there- flain i ' 4 )ri‘-'^v<l«r/^r<they ftormed Providence, and 
eortthmed the *^reateft partHoriles ,-but -wiithout taking aw^ay 
tlie life of any perfoh, except one IVrighi, of w'hom it is reported. 
That he -was a mair of a lingular and' fordid humour; of great know- 

S ‘ ' e'in the SCripfoifes; buybf no* partfouiar profelTed fed or perlw'a- 
;*oritithat tfcfided'Watfches ,-Fortifications, and all publick en¬ 
deavours and adiri’imftration^for the common fafety; IrtlbmUch that 
after all alarms deiind about, he refufed to bring in any of his Goods 
W’ere. of-eonfiderableyvalue) for to Ihelter himfolf in any Ga- 
iiwnF but prefume^ he fliduM be lafe in his own houfc, w here the E- 
n^y found andfoutchered' hirin ; It ‘ is further credibly related con- 
^fiing him, chat he had aftr’ange coiifidencc :or rather conceit, that 
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Ivhileft he held-his Bible in his hand, he looked upon himfelf as fe* 
cure from all kinde of violence; and that the Enemy finding him in 
that pofture, deriding his groundlelTe apprehenfipn or folly therein^ 
ript him open, and put his Bible in his belly. 

But indeed the reafon that the Inhabitants of the Towns of Seuomck 
and Providence generally efcaped with their lives, is not to be attribu¬ 
ted to any companion or good-nature of the Indians, (whole very mer¬ 
cies-are inhumane cruelties ), but ( next to Gods providence) to their 
own prudence in avoiding their fury,, when they found themfelves too 
weak and unable to refift it, by a timely Flight into Rhoie-Ifland, which 
now became the common Zoar, or place of Refuge for the Diftrefled; 
yet fome remained till their coming to deftroy the l^d Towns ; as in 
particular IP'tlliams at Providence, who knowing leveral of the chief 

Indians that came to fire that Town, dilcourled with them a confide- 
rable time, who pretended, their greateft quarrel was againft Plim- 
mouth ; and as for what they attempted againft the other Colonies, they 
w'ere conftrained to it, by the fpoirthat was done them at 
They told him, that when Captain Pierce engaged them near Mr.P/acit- 
fiones,ths.Y were bound for Plimouth ; They gloried much in their fuccefle, 
promifing them^lyes the Conqueft of the whole Country, and root¬ 
ing out of all the Englilh: ^Ax.Williams reproved their confidence^ 
minded them of their Cruelties, and told them, that the Bay, vm. 
Bofion, could yet fpare Ten thouland men; and if they Ihould deftroy 
all them, yet it w'as not to be doubted, but our King would lend as 
many every year from Old England, rather then they Ihould Ihare the 
Countrey; they anfwered proudly, That they Ihould be ready for them, 
or to that effeit, but told Mr. Williams, that he was a good man, and 
had been kinde to them formerly, and therefore they would not 
hurt him. 

About the latter end of March, came advice from Ne,v Tork, That 
the Indians in a bravado had releafed two Englilh Captives, and fent 
them dowm thither to give Information of what they had leen, which 
was, That being carried w’ith a Party three days Journey tow'ards the 
North-Eaft, from the place w'here King Philip lay (which was between 

S and fourty Englilh miles from Ahany ; He came up to an Indian 
;vouz made by a mighty Sachem near Hofftcke-^yvtr towards Cana¬ 
da, where one of them tola one and Twenty hundred men compleat, 
and the Indians themfelves drawing out into three ranks, that he might 
■view them the better ) made him tell them over three times, who he 
faid wore generally well-armed wdth good fire arms, and moft of them 
young men, few fo old as forty; And that amongft them there were a- 
bout 500. of thole wdth ftrawo about their nofes, commonly called French- 
Indians; That neither King/’i&i/z/i, nor that party, confifting of about 
four hundred, were then With them , and that the laidown men 
wore not above one hundred; himfelf being very fickly, andhaving but 
little efteem or authority amongft them. 

One of the laid relealed prilbners declared further, that from chatrefl- 
devouz he returned w'ith the reft towards Ahany, being afterward? given 
hy thiNorth-Indians totheMahicanders oiBtver-Ittdians who have been. 
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always fufpcQed to be too kinde to thole bloody ones of the North And 
aMb affirms, that the laid North-Indkns at tlie (aid rcndevouz in a vapour¬ 
ing manner declared ^ that their intent was firft to deftroy QonneUieot this' 
Spring, then Boflonmthu Harveft, and afterwards the Dtetch ( meaning 
what the had here.) 

Abbutihelametimeallo, there was much dilcOurle and confultation 
about a projcff for giving thele NoFthcrn Ininns that tlius infefted and 
New-EngUnd ^ adiverfion, by eng^ing the Molmcks ( another 
ioTt , inhabiting tow'ardsand formerly inveterate 

enemies to thele)againft them on the other fide ; and it was certainly 
reported, thatthcGovernourofA^w-Tbr^, would upon requeft and rca- 
fonable propofalls freely make ufe of his intercft amongft that people 
( which is s'ery great) for eflfeQing lb good a defigne; Yea, the Pequoi 
( who always has continued freindly and faithful to the Englilh, 
venturing his men on all occafions , who have done very good lervice ) 
Icemed much to wonder, that we did not cariy'it on, affirming, that 
the laid Mohucks were the only perfons likely to put an end to the war, by 
hindring the Enemy from planting, andforcii^ them down upon us ; 
but this counlell( for I know not what good realons of Ibme amongft us ) 
was not thought fit ( at leaft for tlie prefent) to be fo vigouroufly purfued 
as Ibme expected: But to proceed with the Narrative. 

On the fecond of Ma). Ssv/ige, Capt. Mofely, Capt. Witlhm 
Turner zxA Capt. fVhitpoU with aoo men marched from Mxrleborow to 
Qjwboge^ where they had ordered the ConneSkot Forces to attend their com¬ 
ing, atnd accordingly the parties being Joined, endeavoured to finde out 
the Enemy and give them battel; But thele Heathens being like v.'olves 
and other beafts M prej’, that commonly do their milchiefs in the Night, 
or by ftealth, durft not come forth out of the woods and Swtmps where 
the^ lay skulking in fmall companies; being fo light of foot, that they 
can run away when they lift, and palTe boggs, rocky mountains and 
thickets w'here we eould by no means purfuc them ; only now and then 
we met with fome ftraglers before they w'ere aware; and one time march¬ 
ing towards had a brisk dilpute with a linall party, who 

fell upon our mr, but we quickly repelled them, and killed about 20. 
in a hot purfuit after tliem, without the Ioffe of one man on our fide, and 
but one wounded. 

About the lametimeMaj. Palmer having been fcouring the Narragan- 
Country, brought in 50. ofthe Enemy, and 60.of people, 

w'hich were about 30. fighting men, who delivered up thcmfelves to our 
proteftion; we kept their wives and children lafely as hoftages, and made 
the men TO al^oadwkh our parties, w-ho did us great lervice in clearing 
the woods; likewife the Pequods and Mohegins who proved a good guard 
to New London, Norwich, and the Rivers mouth ) brought in 27. of the 
Enemy and much plunder. 

yiprilt\»i(>.f<dmfVinthrofeW\. a number of the Royal Society , and 
CiOvoxmosoiConnecikotQolony, having like a faithfiill patriot lerved his 
Country ,■ dyed at of a natural diftemper after about 8. days fick- 
nefle, and was there interred in his fathers Tomb, ^vith an Univerlal la¬ 
mentation-, and all the Honours that our diftreffes and diftradions would. 
' • allow; 
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. About the fame ti'mfe vve had information from an InXkn fpy taken by out 
Army, that the Enemy had a defigne on the next day to fall upon the Garifon, 
and iome few houfes that remained at to revenge the death of 

one of their eminent men that was flaiu when they w’ere lafl: there (his name 
being concealed); Upon which our Majot General], who was fent to meet 
Major Savage, and accompany him and his Forces to Bofion^ commanded C ape. 
'J/^/if/andanother Captain with their Companies thither, to abide andex- 
Feit the Enemy 24 hours, but they not coming in that time, our faid Forces 
were called home and disbanded, to the-diffatisfaUion of fome people w'ho 
thereupon feared the like fatall confequences, that but a little before attended 
the like occafion. Nor were fuch their apprehenfions t^airt, for within 4 day's 
afterwards news arrived at Bofion, that all the houfes at the faid' Town of 
(except the Garildn) were deftroied. 

April 20. Capt. fVaifworthoi Donhefier, being defigned \t’ith art 100. men 
to repair to Marlborough,to flrengthen the Gairifon,and remQ|*e the goods,efr. 
there, did accordingly this Evening march w'ith about 70 men from d’wLrrj 
the reft of his men notappearing; The Enemy w'ho were aboufa-tboo ftrong 
lay near his palTage, but kept themfelves undifcovered,and'permitted himto 
palfe them in the night, but in the morning alfaulted and burned moft of the 
Houfes m SMury (fave thole that were mgarifon’d:) Upon which the Tow'n 
ofCowur-ii; receiving the Alarm, 12 refolute young meii haftened from thence 
to their Neighbours relief, bnt were w'ay-laid, and 11. of them cut off; But 
by the time Capt.was come to Marlborough, the alarm and news 
of this difafter overtook him, and akhoughhe bad marched all the day and 
pight before, and his men much weafied, yet he haftned back again and w'as 
accompanied bv Capt. BroMebank Commander of the Garifon at Marlebo- 
romh, with what fmall number he durft fpareoutof his Garifon, w'hen 
they arrived wuthm a mile and zhAi oi SuXbury, Thp Enemy having hid 
themfelves behind the hills, fent forth 2 or 3 to crofs the March of our forces, 
and being feen, ;to counterfeit themfelves affrighted, and fly, thereby to 
trapan ourmen into their ambufeade, which milchievous defigne fucc4d- 
ed according to their wilhes; for bur men purfuing them, and being 
not a^ve 80 m number, and ihofe miferably tired asw'ell with tedious 
marches as for want of fleep, were fuddenly fet upon, and on every fide 
encomTaffed with the Enemy, being about a 1000. ftrong; yet hot at all 
dilmaied with their numbers, nor difmal fbouts, and horrid yellings, 
curs made a moft couragious refiftance; and having gained the top of a • 
Jill], they from thence gallantly defended themfelves w'iththe lols of k 
men near 4 hours'; The cowardly Savages difheartned with the fight of 
lo niany_ of their fellows flain in the firft attacque, not daring to ven- 
,ture clofe upon them, yet (that we may not think thefe barbarians alto¬ 
gether unacquainted vnth ftratagems, norfo filly as to negled any ad- 
vamage^,) at laft they fet the woods on fire to the%ftndward of our men, 
which by reafon of the winde blowing very hard and the grals bein<T 
exceeding dry, burnt with a terrible fercenefs, and with the fmoak aii3 
]h^t was like to cho^ them, fo that being no longer ableat once to re- 
‘they were forced to quit 
,tJiat advantagious poft in dfforder; which the taking advantage 

^of, came on upon them like fo many tigers, and dulling their a^ive fworls 

' W'ith 
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with exceffive numbers, obtained the didioHOur of a viftory, our two 
Captains, after incomparable proofs of. their refolution and gallantry i 
being flain upon the places together with moft of their men; but thole 
few that remained, efcaped to a Mill, which they. dctended till night, 
when they were hapily refcued by Capt. Prw/zf?, w'ho coming in the day 
haftily, though Ibmewhat too late to the relief oi Czj^UVadfmrtb, having 
not aboue Six Troopers that Were able to keep w’ay w'ith him: fell into 
a pound, or place near Sudbury Towns end, where all paffoges w^ere ftopt 
by the Indians-^ and had not Captain Cowell (who in his return from 
^hoge had avoided the Common Rode providentially, at that inftant 
come thither wuth about thirty Dragoons (who w'ere forced to fight their 
way through) and two Files of men fent from a Garifon to lecure ano* 
ther paffage, whicli the Enemy haftned to flop againft Captain Cowelly 
both the laid Captain Prentice and his men, and the remainder of the 
laid Captain CVadfworths men in the Mill, had been all kill’d or taken a- 
live: Nor did Captain Cowell lole above & or leven of his men in this 
Engagement, But lb inlblcnt were the Indians grown upon their firft 
Succefle againflr Captain IVadfworth, that they lent us w'ord, to provide 
ftore of good chear, for they intended to Dine w'ith us upon the Ele« 
ftion-Day. 

But for preventing any Danger that might happen on that Occafion, 
the following Order was Printed and Publilhed. 

At a Council heldar Bojion^ April 2 i. i6j6, 

■pOr the Pre<vention of fuch Mifchiefs as may be deftgned by the 

Common Enemy^ and the Securing of thefeveral Plantations np^ 
on the Day of Publikp EleSiion nova draxping near ; 

It IS Ord red, Doat the Committees of Militia in each Tomn, 
do tahp effectual Care that the Trained Soldiers be in Arms upon 
that Day, and keep Watch and Ward, with all dilligence, under 
the Command of one Commifpon-Offcer at Uafi, or fome other meet 
Perfon where no Commiffion-Offcer is to be had-. Which Comman¬ 
der fo employed for that Day in every Town, is alfoftriStty requi¬ 
red to forbid and prevent all rudeneffe by Playing, Drinking, or 
otherwife-. And for the better Execution of this Order, The Com¬ 
mittees of Militia aforefaid Jhall tak^ feme meet courfe for the fea- 
fonable P ublijhing the fame to their feveral Towns-, That fuch of

: About a fortnight afterwards, the fore-mentioned Captain by 

Trade-a Taylor, but one that for his Valour has left behinde him an 
Honourable Memory, hearing of the Mims being about Twenty , 
feove them at ComelUcot River t drew out a Party at Hmly and Mr- 
thmpton, where there was a Garrifon; and marching all night, yams 
upon them before day-break, they having no Centiaels-or Scouts abroad, 
as thinking themfelves fecure, by feafon of their remote diftance from 
any of our Plantations; ours taking this advantage of their negligence, 
fell in amongft them, and killed leveral hundreds of them upon tlw 
place, they being out of any pofture or order to make any formidable 
refiftapee, though they were fix times fuperiour to us in number; But 
that which was almoft as much, nay m fome refpea more confiderable 
then their lives, we there deftroied all their Ammunitioh and Proyifi- 
on, which we think they can hardly be fo foon and eafily recruited 
with, as poffibly they may be with men: We likewife here demolilht 
Twq Forges they had to mend their Armes, took away all their mate- 
rialls and Tools, and . drove many of them into the River, where they 
were drowned, and threw two great Piggs of Lead of theirs, (intended 
for making of bullets ) into the faid River: But this great fneceffe was 
not altogether without its allay, as if Providence had defigned to chec- 
quer onr Joys and foorrows; and left we Ihould facrifice_ to our own 
Nets, and fay, Our owm Arms or prow'elTe hath done thjs, to permit 
the Enemy preferitly after* fd take' an advantage againft uS; For as onr 
men were retitrnirtg to Hkiify in a dangerous Pafife, which they were 
Boi fuffieiently aware of, the skulking(out of the Woods).fciUed, 
at one Volky, the. laid Captain, and Eight and Thirty of his men, but 
immediatly after they had difeharged, they fled.

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J True Account of the mojl Confderable Occurrences 
that have banned in the IVarre beween the Englifli 
and the Indians in NeW'England, (^c. 


A Lthough the defign of the Publication of this enfuing Narrative be to 
givean Account of the Principal Occurrences that have happened in the' 
War betwixt the Etiglijh and the Indians in New-England, from the 
fifth of A/<«)'tothefourthof- 4 ;(g«y? laft, yet confidcring^that the Reader 
may perhaps urge the entrance upon it a little abrupt, unicfs fome pre¬ 
ceding Aftions be premifed; as alfo being aflured that what hath been 
made Publick from the beginning, relating to that Affair, hath not been reprefented fo 
exactly as it might have been ; 1 (hall therefore upon a review of fomc Papers lying by 
me Collcdl and Communicate in a few lines fo much of that Affair as may give a fair 
Introdudfion to what in the ptoceffc of this Paper may be depended upon as true, with¬ 
out partiality to either fide. 

After the Naroganfets had involv’d themfelves in the War of Sachem Philip, and our' 
Englifs had engaged them at their chief Port the nineteenth of December, 1675, with 
confiderable lofstous, but much more to the enemy, they withdrew and fecur'd them¬ 
felves in the Faftneffes of the woods, having out fome Parties at times doing mifehief, 
and ours Retaliating with them in like kind; our Forces alfo retreated home, and it was 
near a moneth before they were recruited for any further Expedition againft them i it 
■was hard ferviccj they had endured, in the depth of winter, though it pleafed God 
to moderate the extremity of the feafon in the month of January ; about the latter end of 
which month the S'ouldiers march’d into the woods in purfuit of them, having got 
intelligence of the place of their Rendezvous, but the enemy having alfo their 
Scouts abroad, and thereby, coming to the knowledge of our March, they fled more 
to the North-weft: ours purfued them, but themoft efcaped, (except about 70 of^em, 
men, women and children,') which the Mohogin Indians ol Vneushis Subje 3 souf 
friends and Allyes flew. Our men mifs'd very narrowly of furprizing their main body in 
their purfuit, but Gods time was not come for fo great a mercy, and they faved them¬ 
felves from that encounter ; whereupon our Forces retired home to their feveral Quar¬ 
ters .being neceflitated thereunto by the hardfhips of the feafon, and the impoflibilicy at 
thattimeof theyeartocarry provifionforany lortgcontinuanceabroad.' Abouta fort-' 
night after we having gain’d intelligence of the quarter the enemy then abode in, we 
fent out about 300 Horfe and Foot under the condudf of Major Savage,\o attacque 
them ; but before that could beeffedfed, the enemy vifited us, and aflaultijd Unca^er, 
a fmalltown,in which the Inhabitants having retired into fome fortified houfes, and de¬ 
ferred the reft, Indians burnt thofe. and aflaultcd the Garrifon’d H,cufes, but were 
not able to carry any of them but one, wherein were 42 perfons, men, the reft 
women and children, of whom they flew feveral, and carryed the reft pnfoners : 
the Houfe was the Minifters, one Mr. Rcwlandfon, whofe wife and children they carry¬ 
ed Captive, (which arc fince return'd to us.) About fourteen dayes after this, the ene¬ 
my aflaulted Medfield, and burnt about half the Town, and (lew fomc ; and though 
there was a Company of Souldiers Horfe and Foot there, yet they were fo quick and 
fudden in their mifeheif, that outs could hardly get into a pofture to meet them, before 

''’’in ^e'^L^eiJning of March our Forces under Major went toward the cnetnics 

Head quarters but their Scouts had prevented his coming by their vigilanceTo 
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(i; 1 into the woods, we having only the gleaning of about feventcen of them that could 
nojflyfo fall as the rcit. 

On the i ; ii of M‘>rch, before our Forces could return towards our Parts, the/«- 
(/mh. ftnt ailrong party, andalTaulted theTownofCrciyrsw, about forty miles North- 
w ft from Bofion, and burn’d all the deferted Houfes ; the Garrifon’d Houfes, which 
were about ten, all efeuped but one, which they carryed,'but not the En^tijh initi 
tor there was but one (lain, and two wounded. Quickly after they aflaulted. Marlbo- 
rci:^h, and burnt the Houfes the Inhabitants had deferted, but the Garrifons defended 
the reft : In that Town the Houfes were built very fcatteringly, and the Enemies di¬ 
vided thcmfclvcs into fmall parties, which executed their defign of Firing at once y and 
Ihbugh there was a Company of the Countrey Mriiia there, they could not pre- 

.-I'l'cbthe 18ffc. we had Letters fromof a great party of the Enemy that 
alTiulted N rrh/fiiptm\ in the prefervation of which, there was an efpecial Providence 
of God.: For beftdes that Major Treat and Capt. I 'urmr were quartered there, it was 
fo, that our forces under the Command of Major Savage, being in want of Vidluals, 
ni irched up to and the Towns adjatentupon the River, which was ordered by 

.'the wifdom of Divine Providence, without their forefight, to preferve that Town, al-, 
though the Enemy left behind them fome Remembranceof their attempt, having killed 
twotownfmen, and one Souldier, and wounded fix, and alfo left dead upon the place 
Ele.'cnofthcmfclves. 

March the 26th. we had News of the Defeat of Capt. Pearfe, with about forty 
Eigl'lh, and eleven of ourFriends, near alias Rehohaih-, who were 

furrounled with agreat party of the/wairawr, and over-powered j yet God was plea- 
ftd to refeue feveral of them, who made a fafe efcape. 

I'he of M^rch the Enemy burnt the deferted houfes in SecKnckjot Rehoboth, 
but the G irrifon’d houfes were not'carryed by them. 

I he -.oih'of March part of the town of Providence was alfo burnt. 

The 6ih of adpril- an Indian MefTenger, fentto his Countrey men about the Redem¬ 
ption of Captives, returned with a very infolent Letter, that as yet they had no need 
to accept of Ranfom for our Captives. 

The 1 2th of Jpril, God was pleafed to give us a Succefs by our Countrey-men to 
the Southwards, againft the Enemy there : Befides the flain and taken, there fell into 
our hands one .^rvauerr, alias Miantonimo, the great and proud of the Nar- 

roganfets, a Ring leader in this War with them, and one who had been notorioufly 
treacherous, both in Signing renewed Articles of Peace with us fince the beginning of 
the War, and Breafting the fame again: He was carryed by our Forces to Nevp.Lon¬ 
don, and there Beheaded; which Execution hath had a mighty Influence into the Dif- 
c.rdcr aridConfufion t'-e Enemy hath fince fallen into. 

Yet had we fince a fad Providence that befell us, God feeing it good further to Exer- 
clfeus, roour Humbling, that he may (as we hope) do us good in the latter End : For 
upon the 2ith of Ai-fd, the Enemy with a very great Body (fome think they were 
notlcfs than 1500.) aflaulted Sudbury, and burnt feveral of the deferted Houfes, but 
prevail’d againll none that were Garrifon’d: To relieve Which, Capt. Wadfxvorth, with 
about fifty men, ifllied out from Marlehorough, 10 miles diftant, and with him Capt. 
Bracklehar.ke went with the fame Party, intending to march to Bofion, tofpeakwith 
the Council; the Enemy being Numerous, and the Englijh too Adventurous, were 
fo far engaged, that moft of them were cut off; The two Captains dyed in the Ser- 
vi?e; men for Piety Prudence and Courage eminent, and much lamented; about 
15 of the Souldicrs efcapcdto aGarrifoifd houfe within a mile from the place of this 
Tragedy. Yet this we haveto fay,(asthe following Succeffes evidence that we have 
great Grounds to hope) that this laft Attempt of theirs was but the Rage of an Ex¬ 
piring Enemy ; for the cutting off the abovcimentioned Quinancet, to wlfem the young 
fighting men did adhere, did put the Indians to fuch a flagger, that they have nor 
bccrrableto recover themfelves fince, foas to effetff anything againft us that is much 
Covifulcrable. ' ' 

lam credibly inforrred that in that fight at Sudbury, an elderly Englijh man endea¬ 
vouring an Efcape from the Indians by running into a Swamp, was overtaken by an 
Lidran, and being Deflitute ofVVeaponsto Defend hfmfelfor Offend him, the Indian 
inflilced over him with that Blafphemous Exprefiion {^ComeLordJefm, fave thin poor 
Eughfli mat tf thou canjf, whom 1 am now dbout to Killi^ This (I even Tremble to 

relate 
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Relate It) was heard by another man, who was Hid in a Bu(h clofeby duf 
Patient Long fuffering Lord, permitted that Bloody Wretch to Knocic him down and 
leave him Dead. VVe hope the Lord is Arifen to Avenge thofe Blafphemies. 

Upon the 5 th of onr Forces under the Command of Captain Hcnchm»n-, and 
with them about 40 of the iV-iric^or Pr^ywg Indians, difeovered a Body of I hUtis 
atand fought them, wherein thev flew 11 oftheknemy and 
took two Prifoners, and not one of the Souldicrs were flain, or wounded. Divers of 
our men had probably been flain, but that it pleas'd God to fend a ftorm of Rain which 
did fo wet the Indians guns, that they became unferviceablc to them. Six Indians at 
once in that Mattering encounter (for the Enemy flood not to a fight") meeting an EntliOs- 
man would have (hot him, but could not make the wetted powder fire inthe pan-, which 
feldom failed at other,times; our EnaUpi by their garments and other guards for the locks 
of their Muskets were better provided than the Vndians, and fo had the advantage and 
putthel»<f«(»«j to a Rout and Flight. 

This was the firft time that our were employed in any fuch Body by 

the Government here; and they proved faithfull and Eminently ferviccablc at that time, 
and fuccefsful fince ; and thereby they have gained much in the Affedionsof the Enthjh, 
who have had fomejealoufic about them. Norisittobe wondred at, confidcring the 
hurry this'V'Var hath put us into ; the difappointment we have met with by the Trea¬ 
chery of feveral of that Nation, on whofe Friendlhip we thought we might have depend¬ 
ed, as having deferved other things at their hands : and that fome few of the praying 
Indians have been carried away with the prefent outrage of their Nation: J fay it is not 
’ to be wondered at, that they were under a Jealoufie by us; however we have caufc 
thankfully to acknowledge Gods goodnefs in making ufe of them, wherein they have 
done us confiderable fcrvices : they ferve efpecially for fpies and fcouts to ftart the 
Sculking Enemy, and drive them out ofthe Swamps and Woods, and then the 
can the better fight them, and indeed our greatefl exercife hath been to Find the Enemy 
rather than to Fight them, unlefs they be very much Superior in Numbers. But now the 
dread our approaches with thofe 7»<f»4«yancourriers, and the Lord hathcauf- 
ed much of his Terror to fall upon them. 

On the iithof May, two of our Captives were return’d by Ranfom from the In¬ 
dians, who had been taken at the dcflrudiqn of the Town of Lancajler ; the one of 
them thefifter ofthe wife of Mr. Miniller of the place; and another wo¬ 

man taken out of the fame Houfe. 

The next day a Youth of about 11 years of Age, made his cfcapefrom the Indians, 
who was taken prifoner when his Fathers houfe was burnt, and his Mother murthcred 
onthefirftof£f^r«.tr^-laft .- and though the Boy knew not a flep of the way to any 
£n^lijls Town, an d was in continual danger of the Sculkingin the woods, and 
far from the EngUfn, yet God direded him aright and brought him to the fight of Plan- 
tane, (the Herb which the Indians call En^Ujh-foot, bccaufe it grows only amongfl us, 
and is not found in the Indian Plantations ) whereupon he concluded he was not far from 
fome Englifh Town, and accordingly following of the Ptansane he arrived fafe amongfl 
us. The i8th ofthefame wehadanother ofourCaptives (an ancienttnan) return'd 
upon Ranfom, and one very eminent for piety. 

Upon the 24 th of Captain brattle ws fent forth with his Troop towards £e- 

heboth, where we had Intelligence of a Body of Indians, where 12 of them were flain, 
and but cne ofthe En^hJIs flain,and one (lightly wounded.'- 

Upon the fame day we "had Newes by a Poft, ofa fight upon ConneHicot River be¬ 
tween and there were about an hundred and fixtyof onrfouldier* 

under the command of Cajstain Holpake, and Captain Turner ; The occafion of the 
engagement was this. Thehaving flolen and driven away much Cattle from 
//4f^eWand thofe Towns adjoyning, and our men perceiving by the track which way 
they went, learned at laft where the W/nxr Rendezvous was; and picking out ofthe 
feveral Garrifons, as many fouldiers as could conveniently be fpared,rcfolvcd to Attaque 
them, it being a great Fifhery place called Deerfield Falls. 

Our fouldiers got thither after an hard March juff about break of day, took moft of 
the Indians faft afleep, and put their guns even into their Wigwams, and poured in their 
fhot among them, whereupon the that durftand were able did get out of-their 
V'Vigwams and did fight a little (in which fightone-^nf/ii/IniMn only was flain) others 
of the Indians did enter the River to fwim over from the Englifii,bol many of them were 
fliotdeacUp the waters,others wounded were therein drowned, many got into Canoes 
to paddlcaway, but the paddlers being (hot, the Canoes over-fet with all therein, and 
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the ftrwm of the River being very violent and fwift in the place near the great Falls,moll 
that fell over, board were born by the llrong current of that River, and carryed upon thd 
Falls of Water from thofe exceeding high and fteep Rocks, and from thence tumbling 
down were broken in pieces ; the Engliflidid afterwards find of their bodies, fome in 
thc.Rivcr and feme caita-fhorc, above two hundred. 

But as the Englifh were coming away with the plunder they had got, there was a 
noife (pread among fome of them, of Sachem Phillip’s coming down upon them •, with a 
thoufand men : which not being weighed as it might have been by the Englifh, whether 
it were true or falfeja fear poffeffed fome part of the-Englifh, whereby they fell into adif- 
order, and thereby Captain 7 armr and feveral of his Souldiers were flain,and others to 
the number of two and thirty.But Captain exhorted them not to be terrifyed, 

faying God hath wrought hitherto for us wonderfully,let us truftin him ftill :and reduc- 
ing his met; into clofe order made a fafe and a valiant retreat,and preferved the Souldiers 
under him-, that there were but fewofthemflain, and the Souldiers fo cutoff were 
furprit’d by a Party of the Enemy belonging to the Indians ax. Deer field-falls, who 
having gotten before our forces had laid an Ambufh, the chiefeft execution of which 
was through too much fear of our Men whereby they difordered thcmfelvcs thus God 
by this mixture of his Providence would hide pride from our eyes, who perhaps might 
have been too much lifted up by our fuccefsifeveral loads of dryed fifli the Englifh found, 
and were forced to confume there. 

They alfo found and demolifhed the Indian Smiths Forge, which they had there fet 
up for the mendingof their Guns. Some Indian Women ( fince that taken Prifoners) 
do fay and affirm that there were flain in that ingagement with them four hundred, of 
which number were feventy of the Wampangs, or Phillip Sachems men : and that he 
had of his own proper Company not any great number left, and that were it not for him 
and oi\e Sachem more, the IndianswovM gladly yield to any terms of Peace with the 
Englifh. 

Upon the 9th. of June byapoftfrom our Forces with forty or fifty of our friends, 
Indians-, under the Command of Ca-^xaxxi Henchman, we were informed of their taking 
feven and twenty/wdww, moftly Women and Children, and the flaying of fix 
Men, about twelve miles from andnot one of our Souldiers flain or wound¬ 

ed; oneofthefix wasarevolter, as alfo one of the_ Prifoners, and another of them w as 
the Wife of the Sagamore of Najholah, who was wounded at Sndhstry fight, and is 
fince dead of his wounds ; in this fervice our Friend Indians got very valuable plunder 
in Fifh and Guns, and which is alfo very obfervable, PaaX Ca^lam Henchman, didby 
One Captain s4ndrewsaaA\\\sIndianswheic\\ he Commanded, offer the Indians in their 
own language Peace, andtoalTure them that if they would llirrenderthcmfelves, they 
fhould have no hurt from the Englifh: which was accordingly tendred to them, but the 
anfwer they made was a Volley of fhot, whereof one bullet ftroke and broke Captain 
.Andrews’s Gun in his hand, but did no other hurt. 

Upon the fame pth. of Jnne alfo, we were informed of a fmall Party of ConneClicot 
Souldiers, under the Command of Major Taf/cor, who expcdlcd to joy n our forces at 
Qaaboug, that they had near to that place killed nineteen Indians, and taken two and 
thirty Prifoners in one engagement with the Enemy; and that without the lofs of one 
Englifh-man; our Forces alfo marching to joyn them,took fome Prifoners, and a- 
mongft the reft on Captain Tom, a Rcvolter who is a Prifonerin Bofon at prefent, who 
hath been one of fome remark amongft the Indians and Englijh. 

The r4th.of fune we were enformedof Waralancet, (the Sachem of Wagmejfetand 
QKof old Paffa-Connaway’s Sons) his comming in with about an hundredwith 
him and under him at Pafeataway, fubmitting himfelf to Ma)ot Waldorn, defiring 
Peace with the Englifh,and declaring his innocency during this war, as not having defign- 
ed attempted or done any mifehief againft the Englifh. He brought in with him fix Er^- 
lifh Captives a Widdow and her five Children, (her Husband having been flain in tb)is 
warrby them) this Sachem Waralancethoxs^t them of theirMatter, and deli¬ 
vered them freely to the Englifh,as a Teftimony of his good affedf ion and fidelity to the 
Englifh, at the fame time challenging all the theresboutto accufehim (ifthey 

couidjof the leaft wrong or plot on his part againfl: the Englifh, notwithttanding that he 
had been urged with many follicitations unto it, and incur’d the hatred of divers Saga¬ 
mores and Indians, becaufe he would not joyn with them againfl the Englifh; but not 
xsneofthe Indians (whereof fome were no good friends to him,) could accufe him, he 
heccoldtfactn all; that his old Father (Sat hem Pajfa-Connarvay, the great ^agamore 







of thofe Northern parts of the Countrey), when he lav a dying (a» he had c*'- 'n alfo be-' 
fore) had chargedhim with his other brothers that they fliould never bcencmics to the 
.Exgiifh-, butlove them and love their God, alfo bccaufe the God of the Emtilii was 
the true God, and greater than the Indians Gods. And this faith he, 1 have tcmcm- 
bred, and kept my Fathers charge, and will do fo while 1 live; but was willing to 
keepout of the way till the Storm was over. The Councifl hath fenthim fome prclcnts 
hy way of Gratuity. 

The lOofthcfame Month, ca!Tiein3 Children of the En^lips taken Captive by the 
Indians ; and were freely delivered to us by fome Indians Which did alfo refign op thcm- 
felvestothe Englifb at Norwich ; this was upon Proclamation made of receiving to 
mercy fuch as werefo.qualified as was therein fpecjfied : the moft of them Women 
and Children about 70 in number. We do hear alfo fmcc, that at that engagement at 
Beer field-Falls, there were about four of the Indian Sachems flain; which hath araated 
and difheartned and divided them., 

On,the22dofJ«»f, was Executed at Captain rc»>, aWislVataficamponsim 
and another with him. This Captain Torn was taken by our Indiai. Scouts, having been 
with the Enemy this laft Winter; they both dyed (as is to be hop'd) penitent, praying 
to God not like the manner of the Heathen. ® 

Upon account of thefc Grjeat anti Undeferved Mercies of God conferrM on us, the 
Councill ordered a Day of Publickthankfgiving to be obferved in the Colony of the 
Maiachufets, whichwasaccordingly attended Jane the 29th ; VVhich the Lord hath 
been pleafed fo to accept, as that from the time of the rcfolvc upon it, ever fince we have 
experienced little elfe than renewed Mercies and fmiles of Providence. God himfelf 
hath fent from Heaven and fayed us (for w'e fee nothing ofman, hut Ged to be all in alt) 
by Wafting them with Sicknefs, Starving them through want of Provifions, Leaving 
them to theirown Divillons, Taking away their Spirits, putting the Dread of tis upon 
them. Cutting off their Principal men, Sachems and others, llejfed be bis Great and 
Clarions Nfime. 

About the time of that Thankfgiving, the Son and Daughter of that worthy Miniftet 
of Jefus ChriH:, Mr. RowUndfon^ss/ho had been Captives fince the Burning of Lancaflerj 
were return’d, by Ranfom, tie wandred with an Indian woman from’thc reft of the 
Company (by whomftie had been detain’d) tlycedayes in the woods, having 
nothingtocat all thattime but green Hurtle-berries; with which fhc was fuftain’d tifl 
flic and the Woman arrived at our Englifh Town of Providence, and fo cot 
Home. ® 

llpontheso-h of j’une, wehadaPoft from our Forces bringing Newes of about 
28 lW/<«,v/Kill’d and Taken by them, in their March homewards, between Quaben* 
tiui Marie-borough ; and this without the Slaughter Or hurt of theour Friends • 
one of thofe that were flain,being a Chief Counfellor to one of the Saciems,and 9 of thofe 
Indian Prifoners, Women and Children, were brought down to Bofton. 

/a/ythefirft, Captain Brattle was fent forth with our Forces to Joyn with Majoc 
Bradford of Plymouth., and the Forces under his Command in that Colony (hearing 
of Sachem intent of Mifchief to that Colony.) The next day following we had 

NcwCsoffixof the Enemy Kill’d, and Twenty taken Prifonefs, by our Brethren of 
Phmourh and out Friends, and none ofours flain. 

The fame day alfo we had newes of the Stjuaa Sachem’s of Seconnet's furrendring 
her fclf and fourfcorc of her men to the Engltjls of Plimouth, which was upon the day 
of our Thankfgiving. 

Upon the id of/«/y, there were about fourteen of the Enemy furrendred them- 
felves to the Mercy of the Englijh in the Bay Colony, whereof was one Jumet called 
a Printer, as having been employed about the work of the Prefs in Cambridge: A 
Revolter he was, and a fellow that had done much mifehief, andftaid out as tongas 
he could, till the laft day but one of a Proclamation fet forth, to encourage fudi In. 
dians as had a defircto return to tho Engiifi, and another ofhi$ Comrades one Cape. 
Tom's Son, ( whofe father was hang'd qc Baflon, theizth June, having been a Re¬ 
volter, and a bloody Fellow,) they nad all of them their Lives given them. 

Upon this zif of July alfp itiwas, that Major Talcott with the ConneUicet Forces 
neer to Pautuxit, did take and flay 170 -of the Enemy, without the k)6 of any of 
our Brethren, and onely three wounded. 

July the 6th, an InMan. PoA (with a white Fliffi) was fent from Sagamore Satst of 
NaJJf)W*y (a proud Salvage, who two months imee infulted over the Englijh, and 
B 2 laid 




faW, Ifthe En^hPi would firft begge Peace of him, be would let them have Peace, 
but that he would never ask it of them •,) This J^dian was fent from him with Let¬ 
ters, defiring'Peace of us, and exprelTely praying ns in the Name oijefiu Chrifi, 
gnd. for his fake to grant it, whofe Holy Name they have fo much blafphemcd. Thus 
.doth the. Lord Jefus make them to bow before him, and fo lick the Duft. And ha¬ 
lving made mention of his Letter, it will not be unacceptable to tranferibe fome Copies 
of me Letters fent by him and others on this Subjed, which take as folio weth. The 
JReader muft bear with their Barbarifms, and excufe the Omiflion of fome Expreflions 
inthem, that can hardly admit of good Englilh. 

The Firft Letter, July the 6 th. 1676. 

' "X TR. fohn Leveret, my Lord, Mr. Waban, and all the chief men our Brethren, 
‘‘ iVJL Praying to God : CTb/s Waban a praying Indian, faithfull, and a 
“ Ruler amenili them ■, by their Brethren praying to Cod, they mean thofe of the fame 
^'■■Nation. 3 We befeech you all to help us; my Wife fhe is but one, but there be 
“more Prifoners, which we pray you keepwell; Muttamucl^his'Wife, we entreat 
-“you for her, and not onely that man, but it is the Requeft of two Sachems, Sam 
pzcYkm of Wefliakum, and the Pak^fioag Sichem. • 

“And then that further you willconfider about the making Peace: Wehavefpo- 
keri tb the People of Nafhebak, (viz. Tom Duhler and Peter,') that we would agree 
“’with you, and make a Covenant of Peace with you ; We have been deflroyed by 
“-your Souldiers, but ftill we Remember it now, to fit ftill , do you confider it again; 
^we do earneftly entreat you, that it may be fo, by Jefut Chrifi, O ! let it befo! 
i/imen. Amen.

“ beciaufe of our offer to joynwith the Englijh, and therefore they went back into 
“’their own Countrey, and I know they will make no Warre ; therefore becaufc v.k - 
“ fome men came to us, Philip and fent to kill them; b-jtlii J , '

The anfwer the Council made them, was. That tuachtrom Perfons vhobctantkc 
War, and thofe that have been harharoujly bloody, mitjl not extea to have thltr lives 
[fared, but others that have been drawn into the War, and aOim only as Soaldiersfab- 
n-anmg, tohewtthoat Arms, and to live quietly and peaceably for the future (hallhavc 
their lives fpared. • i y j j j 

Thus could thefc bloody wretches plead for thcmfclves by that Sacred name, which 
they had Blafphcm d, and m the blood of whofe Servants they had embrued their 
hands. 

The pth. olfuly two young Maidens Captives, wandred away from the Indians that 
kept them, and got to an EMilh Garrifon at Marlebrough. The fame day alfo we had 
tidings of the good fuccefle of fomc of our Scouts, the mod of them of our 
Friends, the cheif of whom were William Nehawton, and John Hunter, who near 
to Mendham (le w fcven of the Enemy; whereof one was a great Captain of the Indt - 
ans, and another was called who had formerly been a chief Inllrumcnt in burn¬ 
ing Mendham, when the Indians had firft Ihot at the Englilh, an Englilh Souldier in 
company with ow Indian friends, making hade to Fire, had forgotto puU out a wadd 
pf Tow which was in the pan of his gun, which William Nahaxotou cfpvingtold him of, 
and wilh’d him to take it out and Fire; the Englilhman told him he judged thc/W/«n 
(whoni he could but jud defery, byreafonof the darknefs of the morning, and his di- 
dance from him) was tod far to be reach’d by his Musket, try faid Nahawton, and 
God Ihalldirea the bullet, which he immediately did, andhefaw the who was 
running from them, tumble down; who prov’d to be one of their great Captains above- 
mentioned ; afterwards the Indian, Nahawton made a very ferious Prayer in ac¬ 
knowledgment to GodforthefuccelTe. 

Upon the loth. day of July there were about 300 Indians at the Eadward, that 
furrendred themfelves to the Englifli, and their Sachems with them, befidcs Waralancet 
f who hath all along thjs war kept himfelf clear) one Squardo, that which didhaften 
them in, was the dreadof the Alohaukj who have kill'd fcveral of them in thofe quar¬ 
ters, and a rumor they had of a great party of that nation coming down upon them. 

July the 13th. we had news from Major Talcot,that in his return home from Pautaxit, 
he killed and took another Party of the Indians, in number 60, and had the plunder of 
all their Guns and other things,and this alfo without the lolTc of any of our Countrymen. 

July the i6th. we had news from the forces which went kora us to the Southern.parts 
that they have taken and kill'd fmee their march from us, about 120 of the Enemy, with 
the lolTc only of one man of ours, who neglcding to keep up with the reft of our forces, 
and being bewildred in a wood, hollowed, and was heard by t'.ae Enemy, and was taken 
and flain before relief could reach him.? 

We fince hear that P0W&41W, ('one of the great Sachems of Plarrow^ancet) is one of 
thofe that were flatn, but wc are not yet fo certain thereof, as poCtively to affirm it to 
be undoubtely fo, but great probabilities there arc of iV, andiffo.theglorvoflhat Na¬ 
tion is funk with him into the fame pit, (of th is circumftance, the reader will receive far¬ 
ther fatisfadfion, intheenfuing Narrative.) 

On the lyth. of July two Sachems with four Indians to wait on them, came down to 
Pojlon ftomW:.d]uJfet, where Sagamour Sam. and others are with renewed defiresof 
Peace, they were difraifled the next day from the Councill, with this anfwer to them, 
that we would firft have our Capiives out of their hands, and then talk of a Peace. 
And foon after they returned with a fcaipe of one of our Enemies (which is their ufual 
way where they kill) and a fignification cA Sagamor Sams purpofc to furrender himfelf 
to the mercy of the Englilh. 

The 18th. of ]uly we had the news of fourteen more Indians taken and killed by our 
forces, and one of ours alfo Hain : and two dayes after of fixtccn more killed or 

taken by them in their return home, without any lofle of our Men. 

On the 29th. of July we had an account by Letters from Plimouih, that the forces of 
that Colony two and twenty of the Englilh with twenty of our Etiend-hdians)' 
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tinder the Command of Lievtcnant CWc/j had killed and taken 79 of the Enemy, and 
I that without the death or wounding of any of ours. And by the fame Port that 

had comedown to his own Country of Muhm //<;^f,near Darimauth^as one that 
now was reduc'd to a few hundreds of the thoufartds he began this war with, and that 
our forces'were looking out^after him, and had confiderably diminifhed his bloody 
Remnant, Whofe defparation had engaced their adherence to him', and amongifthe 
rcll brother, that fuccecdcd Q^inancet the Sachem before mentioned, execu¬ 

ted by uv. 

What 1 mentioned intny lafl: about Pomham (one of the greattfi Sachems of the 
Narregaajets ) you may take now as followeth. Upon the 27th. of J«i>it was,that 
about twenty Indians wefe flain, and thirty taken Prifoners; ( we had five and twenty 
Ent;li(h, and twenty of our \ndtan^x\ei\ds in this exploit; Joneofthnfe that were flain 
was Pen.ham-, after he had received a deadly fhot in his back, he withdrew himfelf 
from his men, ( for they were all his Relations and Subjects that were flain and taken at 
this time) and thought to hide himfelf inabufhy hole, but was found out by an Eng- 
lifh man, who as he went to apprehend him, found that the flout was unwilling 

to fall into the hands of theEnglifh, for he gave him aftunning blow with his hatchet 
which he had referved of all his weapons,and perhaps had flain the Englifh man, but 
God ordered it fo thathehada fudden revival, and took Courage and grappled with 
him, and threw him under him, and others coming into hisaffiflance, Pamham was 
foon difpatcht. There was about twenty pound of Indian money found in their baskets, 
which was given to our friends the Indians-, the Guns,e^-c.the Englifh took to themfclves, 
who loll not one man in this encounter. 

The fame day likewife there came in 160 Indians, men women and Children, 
who furrendred themfelves up to the mercy of theEnglifh; fomeof thefe belong’d to 
Safamore Sam of Lancafier, (though he himfelf dare not fo adventure,) butthemoft 
of them to two iVrBW/ij Sachems, and one Sagamore J’ohn: this Sagamore John came 
down in perfon about fourteen days fincc to Bejion, to furrender himfelf and his men to 
the Enghfli, promifing for the future to be faithful, declaring that he was forty that he 
had fought againft the Englifh, and promifed to give fome teftimo^ial to the Englifh 
foon of this fidelity to them ; and at his return now with his men women and Children, 
he brought down bound with cords, old Matiootm and his Son Prifoners. This.,1/4f- 
soonm his eldeft fon had been tryed at Boflon and executed about 5 or fix years ago, for 
an execrable murther by him committed on a young Maid of the Englifh near Woobarn, 
and his head faflened to a Pole, at one end of the Gallows. 

This old Matioonus's Father had given it out that he would be avenged of us for his 
Sons death, which comming to the knowledge of the Council, he wfas fent for.and ex¬ 
amined about it: and having denyed it, and there not being fufficient evidence of it, he 
was difmift; having only confeftthis, that confidering the death of his fon; he found his, 
heart fo big hot within him, but that he refolved to abide a faithful friend to the Eng¬ 
lifh, andfo that accufationended. 

But after Sachem Phillip had begun his murthers in Plimomh Colony, this Salvage 
firfl: appeared an enemy to uS, and flewthetwo firft menthatwere killed within the li¬ 
mits of our Colony, {to sfiit at Mendham) and in that cruel outragious attempt at 
hatig, this old Aiaitoonm was the principal Ringleader, being now brought a Prifoner 
to Bofton, he was by the Council the fame day adjudged to be fhot to death, which 
was executed in Boflon Common, by three Iwifxwr : and his head cut off and placed up¬ 
on a Pole oh the Gallows oppofite to his Sons that was there formerly hanged. His Son 
brought along with him remains ftill a Prifoner. 

On the lafl of July there were about 26 Indians, moll: 'Women and Children 
brought in by our Scouts, as they were ranging the Woods about L^^dham, almofl 
fterved ; We are alfo informed, thatmoft of Sachem Rfx'f/pr men have deferred him, 
and furrendred up themfelves to the Englijh of Plimomh Colony, at their mercy, and 
that he himfelf with his Remains are gone to Dartmouth-, in Chafe of whom Major 
Talcoit with our Friend Indians are at prefent. 

jluonfi the ^d. we hear this Morning by a Poll from Bridgwater in Plymouth Co¬ 
lony, that notfarfrom that place a Party of our Souldiersmet witha Company ofthe 
Enemy, 25 in all; who though prepared to make the firft fhot at the Englifli in their 
march, yet when they came within fhot, and were deferyed by ours, they nimbly pre- 
vented the Indians, and killed eight of them, and took the other 17 Prifoners, with- 
any lofs on our fide. Some of the Indians acknowledged that their Arms fhook and 
, trembled 









trembled fo, that they could not fo rcadily/lifchargc their Guns as they would have 
done. • , 

VA. e arc certainly inform'd, that Philip Sachem is again fled from Darimeath in 
Plymouth Colony, into ours, and that he is no: far from Mariehorou^h: Wcarc not 
without hope that he may ere long be caught i which (in probability; would quench 
the remaining Coals of this Warre. But we defirc to wah upon Gods Will, and at¬ 
tend his Work in this thing, which will at laft give us caufe to. fay, h.w ^rcat n hu 

Goodneft! and how great tshU Beauty! _ 

Thus hath God dealt gracioudy with us, which I was dcfirous to acquaint you with i 
and therefore have (forfomeof the latcfl Occurrcncics ; took an Opportunity of a 
Ship not failino direftly for London, to give you this Account, which is a true one, as 
far as the diftance of times and places where the Aftions have been, will admit • every 
Adion muft have allowance with refped to humane Infirmities, and the various Re¬ 
porters who may encreafe or diminifh according to their own J udgement of the matter 
of Fad- But otherwife there is nothing reprefented, but what conluls with truth : And 
alfomvsteat defignis,toderirc vouto acquaint our Chriftian friends, that have prayed 
for us m England, with thefe things. For, as we have obferved, fince wc heard of their 
inftant Prayers for us, we have been much encouraged, and have received eminent Re¬ 
turns of our joynt Prayers i fo alfowe begge, that they would Praife and Magnific thc 
Name ofthe Moft High with us, and in our bchalfs, for we cannot fufficicnily exalt him. 
For befides thefe Mercies in reference to the Warre, wc h^-c had many othcr^ 

verv sreat and feafonable, call in ova and above, to our great AfUjmfhmcnt. \ Ve had - ^ 
an Epidemical Sicknefs, that hath f«ept away fcveral worthy Gentlemen amongft us, 

befides many others which Godi hath Rebuked. ,. , ■ . c r r 

Wehavealfohad a great and fore Drought, which Thrcatned the Spoiling of our 
Harveft and thereby an encreafe of the Scarcity that hath been amongft us : But 
this4thof Godhath given us an abundance of Ram, Bleffcd be his Name; and 

wL have Lr eJoIS Corn generally Houfed with u.s,and divers have gone to the 'Towns 
Jhat were burnt doL, to reap the Wheat, and what they haiWcre Sown laft Winter: 
which in the laft Spring they expeGcd to have fain into the Enemies hand. And the 

Husbandman goes out with more fafety than could be imagined ori his cm^qvmenw. 

Out Etdi^ Hlrvcft is like to be very fruitful), that grain is now fold at two fhillings fix

SIR, 



'iri'I my laft , which I hope you received , I muft acknowledge 
I what I writ ( though truth ) yet I had not that comfortable fi,- 
Atisfaftion in my fpirit, to give me hopes , that our publicjue Ca¬ 
lamities were fo near an end as now I have, which God in Mer¬ 
cy fanOiifie to us, that we may fee the Rod , and wherefore it is 
come. „ 

We have been, and ftill are ready to put different Reflexions 
upon the Murders and Spoils that have been made upon us by this 
DeffruXive War : Various are mens thoughts why God hath fuf- 
fered it, all acknowledge it was for fin ; many wifh there hath 
hot been.ibme leaven of that fpirit in the provocation for which 
we left OU £ngUuA I am in great pain while I write, to remem¬ 
ber how fevere fome of us have been to Deftnters,,making Spoil 
without pity, but God is teaching us Moderation. 

That black cloud ( God be thanked ) begins towafte almoft to no¬ 
thing, which may not only give us an hopefull opportunity of re- 

f )airing the Spoils made by our Barbarous Neighbours, but alfb de- 
iberatirig upon the true caufes of thefe great diftraXions : for now 
we have no vifible appearance of an Enemy : Terrour is fallen u^ 
on very many, who come in dayly with fubmiflion , and the reft 
withdraw into places remote, hiding their weapons of War , and 
flying from juftice in fmall Numbers. 

King Thilip, who hath been a peftilent Ringleader, that had once 
three hundred men ( Barbaroully inclined ) as I told you in my 
laft, was reduced to ten, but now is killed , in this manner. He 
being hid in a Swamp on Mount Hope-neck, with his little Party, one 
bi\ns Indians being difeontented with him, madeanefcape from him, 
and (Same to Rhode-IJlan'd, and informed Captain Church z Plimouth- 
Captain of a Company that was in fearch after this faid King 
Irpt ( the Captain being at this time on the faid Ifland, refrelhing

the laid Captain and his ccanpany with fome Rhode-Ifland men went 
Ml purfuit and fearcH aft^r him, takirfg an Mian Guide with them, 
and befet a Sivam^ where they.heard he was, which was very mi; 
ry ,*and the ground fb loofe, that our men funk to the middle iii 
their attempts , to come at this fculking Company, but all in vain, 
the pailage was to difficult. . 

While we were thus befet with difficulties in this attempt, the 
Providence of God wonderfully appeared ; for bv chance t\\& Mian 
Guide and the Plmouth man, being together , the Guide elpied an 
Mian, and bids the Plimouth-'m&u Ihcot, whofe gun went not off , 
only flaffied in the pan ; with that the Mian look’d about, and 
was going to Ihoot, but the Plimouth-VRSCix prevented him, and Ihot the 
Enemy tnrough the body, dead, with a brace of Bullets ; and ap¬ 
proaching the place where he lay, upon fearch , it appeared to be 
King Philip, to their no fmall amazement and great joy : This fea- 
fonffile Prey was foon divided, they cut off his head, and hands, 
Snd conveyed them to Rhode-Ijland , and quartered his body, and 
hunF it upon four Trees : One Indian, more of King Philips Com¬ 
pany they then killed, and fome of the reft they wounded, but the 
Swamp being fo thick and miry, they made their Efcape. 

This is the fubftance of this Enterprize, and the fmall remnant 
iv& left as inconfiderable, who mufl: either fly up into the Couri- 
frev. O’-perifh in the place. 

There is one Potuck, a mifchcivous Engine, and a Couniellour , 
taken formerly, faid to be in Goal at Rhode-IJIand, is now fent to 
BoHon and there Ihot to death. One asionepin a young lufty Sa~ 
chem , and a very Rogue is now in Goal at Rhode-Ifland , who was 
there fome years ago for his Mifdemeanours, but broke Goal, and 
run away, and could never till now be laid hold on. 

God be thanked, many Indians come in daily, and lubmit them- 
felves with much dejeaion, crying out againft King Phidip, and o- 
ther ill Counfellors , as the caufes of their Misfortmes. _ _ 

The Englilh go many of them now to their Old Habitations, and 
Mow.down their Ground, and make hay, and do other occafions 
fiecelTary for their re-fetling : All which gives us comfortable 
hoper, that God will gracioufly repair our breaches, and caule this 
Bloody War to End in a lafting Peace > So prays,
